Frederick Douglass, appointed Minister to 
Hayti, is perhaps the best-known negro in the 
United States. He was born a slave, in Mary- 


Jand, in 1817, and when twenty-one years of 

age tiled to the North. He soon became known 
as a fluent public speaker on anti-slavery topics 
and lectured through the New-England States, 

attracting large audiences. He also lectured 
on siavery in Great Britain. During the war 
he urged the enlistment of colored troops, and 
when this measure was determined upon, ac-' 
tively engaged in recruiting colored troops for: 
the army. He has held a number of offices 
since the war aud bas taken an active interest 
in politics. He has also written several books 
descriptive of his slavery experiences. 

Mr. Ramsdell is a nativeot Indiana and served 
in President fiarrison’s regiment, the Seven- 
tieth Indiana. At the battle of Resacca he lost 
his right arm. Since the war he has served as 
Clerk of the city of Indianapolis and Clerk of 
tue county of Marion. He has been active in 
local politics fer many years, 

Capt. Meredith is a practical printer. He has 
for tifteen years been Superintendent of the 
steam plate printing department of the Wes¢- 
ern Engraving and Note Company of Chicago. 
After the war he was for a number of years 
foreman of the Indianapolis Journal composing 
room, and later of the composing room of the 
Bt. Louis Globc- Democrat, 

Johu G. Watis, Marshai for the Western Dis- 
trict of Virginia, in place of J. R. Jordan, re- 
moved, held that office under former Republican 
Administrations and was removed by President 
Cleveland. He lives at Tazweil, Va., and was 
recommended for the Marshalship by Senator 
Mahone, Representative Wise, Messrs. Brady, 
Langston, and others. 

James A. Connolly, who succeeds G. E. Van 
Hoorebeke as Attorney for the Southern Dis- 
trict of Illinois, was removed from that position 
during the Democratic Administration. Heisa 
resident of Springfield. 
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Among the North Carolinians who have been 
about Washington a good deal since inaugura- 
tion is J. C. Logan Harris of Raleigh, the Seere- 
tary of the State Committee of North Carolina, 


@ hard worker for Harrison at Chicago, ana a 
tireless Republican at all times. No man from 
the old North State has had more confidence in 
the President's. determination to deal fairly 
with his party and none has been so opposed to 
hasty condemnation of the President for failing 
to satisfy ail the Republicansfof the State at 
once. Mr. Harris has a great many warm 
friends at Raleigh, and they prevailed upon 
him to become a candidate for the cffice of 
Postmaster. It seemed that he had reason to 
look for the appointment on tie ground of 
service, as well as character, and littie reason 
to fear the opposition of any adversary. 

June 26 the President appointed a Postmaster 
at Raleigh, but his name was not Harris. He 
selected A. W. Shaffer to take the place of Sam- 
uel A. Ashe, removed. Shaffer is not a North 
Carolinian. He has lived in the State about 
twenty years, but, like nearly ail of the persons 
appointed so far by the President, he was born 
somewhere else. The North Carolinians here 
are indignant at the treatment of Harris. They 
regard the refusal to appoint him as iniended to 
indicate very plainly Mr. Harrison’s determina- 


tion .to sét up a Harrison "**machine’”’ .in the. 


State out of the old Sherman “machine,” and 
his resolution to ride over every man who can- 
not be depended upon to be an obedient servant 
of the new “machine.” 

Another thing thatis noticed in the distribu- 
tion ef the North Carolina offices is the appar- 
ent indifference of the President to North Caro- 
lina newspapers. The North Stale, at Greens- 
borough, édited by that old-time Republican, 
Thomas B. Keogh, wanted James Boyd appoint- 
ed District Attorney. The President named 
another man. The Southern Protectionist is 

ublished by Mr. Dockery, son of the Repub- 
ijean candidate for Governor last Fall. He 
wished to return to the consular service, in 
which he had served. He has not received an 
appointment, but his father has been sent to 
Brazil to get him outofthe State. Tne Clyde 
kegustery is published by a man named 
Shook, who was one of the strong Harrison 
men at Chicago and who also desired to havea 
eonsular appointment. He has been disre- 
gardec and treated asif his services had been 
wellenough paid for by the National Commit- 
tee. Mr. Harris, wuo has not been appointed 
Postmaster at Raleigh, is the ptiblisher of the 
Signa, at Kaleigh, and he is invited to go on in 
the publishing business, while the. Republican 
Party 1s organized on a plan tbat will eventu- 
ally confine its numbers to the exact number 
of Federal offices in: the State. The “ machine” 
méendo not want any Republican Representa- 
tives in Congress to come between them and the 
President and they appear to be proceeding in 
precisely the right direction to accomplish their 
derires. bi 

Secretary Tracy’s order defining the duties of 
the several bureaus of the Navy Department 
was widely discussed among naval officers to- 
day, and while parts of it were severely criti- 


cised in some quarters, it was very generaliy 
commended. Many naval officers called and 
congratulated the Secretary or sent congratu- 
latory letters. 

Many officers are inclined to think that too 
much power and authority are given to the 
Bureau of Navigation by making it the channel 
through which all communications from ships 
in commission are sent, but the objection will 
probably be overbalanced by the prevention of 
confusion and contradiction in orders, such as 
the officers of a vessel in the Pacific 
experienced a few years ago. The vessel was at 
Honolulu, aud received orders to go to Samoa, 
Orders from the Secretary of the Navy directed 
her to carry a consular officer to Apia, and make 
all the speed possible. Orders from the Bureau 

Nayigation directed her to take deep-sea 
soundings every 100 miles on the trip, making 
necessary astop each time. Orders from the 
Bureau of Equipment and Recruiting directed 
her to make the trip under sail and burn no 
coal. She made the trip, but her oflicers were 
alverward criticised by the Secretary for taking 
too much time and by the Bureau of Equipment 
and Recruiting for burping coal, wiuille ;they 
were commended by the Bureau of Navigation 
for their soundings. 

The order also aims to prevent conflicts be- 
tween the bureaus in the construction of ves- 
sels such as occurred when the pians for the 
Maine were sent to the New-York Navy Yard, 
and it wasfound that three bureaus had sent 
specifications for electric light plans, two for 
Steam steerers, and there were many minor 
duplications. The electric light plant of the 
Yorktown was aiso & bone of contention be- 
tween the bureaus for several montos. Ever 
since the letting of the contract for the Herre- 
choff torpedo boat, to be built under the Ord- 
nance Bureau, the other bereaug bave been 

oh-poohing the idea of gunmakers building a 

oat of any kind. The new order provides that 
in future only such small torpedo boats as are 
carried by ships shall be procured by this bu- 
reau, and larger boats will be built just as any 
other vessels. 

Inthe reorganization the Bureau of Equip- 
meutand Recruiting suffers the greatest cur- 
tailment, but Commodore Schley emphatically 
denies the rumor that he asked to pe released 
from thet bureau in anticipation of this order. 

Auother naval order of creat importance has 
been issued by Secretary Tracy, detailing a@ 
board, with Commodore Greer at its head, to 
revise the tactics in use in the navy, so as to 

make them conform with the requirements of 
medern ships and guns. it has been many 
years since the tactics were revised, andin that 
time the advances made in naval science have 
rendered them partially obsvlete. — 

Engineer in Chief Melville of the navy re- 
turned to Washington to-day from a visit of 
inepection to the Quintard Iren Works at New- 
York. He found the macninery of the Concord 
and the Bennington completed and reaty to put 
on these vessels aS soon as the hulls are far 
enough along at the shipyar? of N. F. Palmer & 
Co., at Chester. ‘Ihe machinery of the Maine is 
algo under way. z : 

Unless the Venezuelan Government finds 
some new and unexpected excuse for delay, a 
new commissen to consider and adjudicate 


Claims against that Gevernment will be organ- 
ized and at work in this city within three 

mths, <A treaty to that effect between the 

nited States and Venezuela was ratified a few 
days ago, and will soon be promulgated. Tho 
eradit of this new and, it is hoped, final effort 
to dispose of a matter which has vexed both 
Governments for many years belongs to the 
last Admitistration, for the treaty just. rati- 
tied was negotiated by Secretary Bayard 
in December, 1885, Sefior A. M. Soteldo being 
Venezuela’s representative. Under the terms 
of sgtccment all the claims of American citizens 
auainst Vonezuela which were brought before 
the old commission, including those then reiect- 


pe 


ed, are.to be taken up bs a new commission and 
ohntouns de novo upon the evidence submit- 
to the former commission. Venezuela is 
barred from introducing new evidence, except 
in rebuttal of new evidence offered by claimants. 
The commission is to consist cf two members, 
one to be appointed by the United States and 
the other by Venezuela. These two are to select 
an umpire, and, if they fail to agree, the umpire 
is to be named by either the Russian or Swiss 
Minister in Washington. ’ 
Within three months after the date of the rati- 
fication of the treaty the commission is to meet 
and organize in this city. As originally drawn, 
the treaty provided that in all cases where cer- 
tificates of award were held by innocent third 
parties their cost to such holders siiould be 
made good by Venezuela. The Venezuelan Gov- 
ernment found fauit with this provision, con- 
tending that in passing the joint resolution 
authorizing the negotiation of the treaty Con- 
gress did notintend that Venezuela should be 
bound to pay awards granted by the ola com- 
mission and rejected by the new. It served 
Venezuela as an excuse tor failing to ratify 
the treaty within one year, as its terms required, 
and an extension of time Was agreed upon. 
After a great deal of diplomatic correspond- 
ence the obnoxious provision were moditied in a 
way satisfactory to Venezuela. The delay made 
it necessary ugain to extend the time for ratifi- 
cation, but Venezuela again found excuses for 
failing to act. Claimants holding awards made 
by the old commission urged Secretary Bayara 
to refuse to wait longer upon Venezuela, which 
had tor years pleaded for anew trial of the 
claims, and now seemed determined to avoid 
such a trial, but the Secretary granted still 
another extension. Finally sir, Bayard gave 


have toinsist upon enforcing the old treaty, 
collect all moneys due ftom Venezuela and pay 
them over to the claimants. The last extension 
expired this month, and within a week of the 
last day Venezuela formally ratified the treaty. 

It does not appear that Venezuela has gained 
much by the treaty, fer she runs the risk of 
seeing all the claims allowed by the old com- 
mission granted by the new, while some, or 
even all, of the claims once rejected may now 
be allowed. At the same time American claim- 
ants may not find it easy to obtain such evi- 
dence as they want from the archives of the 
Venezuelan vernment. A clause in thenew 
treaty requires each Government to honor the 
requisitions of the commission for original 
documents, papers, &c., but in some cases these 
date back for half a century, and theve will be 
little surprise if more than one important docu- 
ment, supposed to be witnin reach, should turn 
out to be lost or mislaid. 


William M. Meredith of Tllinois was : to-day 
appointed to the place of Chiet of the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing vacated yesterday 
by the resignation of E. O. Graves. Col. Mere- 


daith was an applicant for the office of Public 
Printer, and he was backed for the position by 
the Knights of Labor and all the spukesmen of 
that order about the'Capitol. He was régarded 
by his friends as one of the best qualified of 
all the candidates, and the disappointment at 
his failure to secure the place was very keen. 

It is assumed that, 1n recognition of the efforts 
of the Knights of Labor in helping him to se- 
cure the place to which he has been appointed, 
he will run the buwreau in pretty strict accord- 
ance with the views of the order. One of the 
first tests of his fidelity will be obtained when 
he comes to deal with the question of steam 
presses in the bureau. The Knights of Labor 
have insisted that they shall-not be used to 
print the baeks of the silver certificates, and 
Mr. Randall helped the Knignts out by cutting 
down the buresu apprepriation for the 
presses. Mr. Meredith will probably seize 
the first practicable opportunity of discontinu- 
ing their use altogether, but he will not do it 
at an increased expense forasmaller output of 
notes. The quality of the. work done will not 
be changed in the slightest degree discoverable 
to those who are experts in the criticism of 
piate printing, but the report of the chief of the 
bureau in June, 1890, will be an_ interesting 
one to compare with that of Chief Graves, pul 
lished in Lue Times of tkis morning. The 
Knights of Labor will regard the appointment 
of Meredith as a transfer of the bureau in ev- 
erything but fees simple to the care and control 
of the organization. ,

It really begins to look as if Beverly Tucker 
would not be required to leave the cool andjcom- 
tortable seclusion of Berkely Springs to go to the 
unwholeseme climate of Haytifor Mr. Blaine. 


Tho President this afternoon appointed Freder- 
ick Douglass to be Minister Resident and Consul 
General to Hayti. That indicates very plainly, 
itis concluded, the abandonment by the Presi- 
dent of the Haytian Commission. Until Mr. 
Dougiass sball have arrived in Hayti and pre- 
sented his credentials there will be some ouri- 
osity to learn whether Mr. Blaine will send him 
to the Légitime or the Hippolyte Governments. 

Students of Haytian aftairs will. consider the 
appointment of a colored man a mistake. It. 
Wus repeatedly stated during the revolution 
foliowing’ the death of Telemaque by American 
writers in the black republic that no colored 
man could command the same respect at the 
Haytian capital as the representative of the 
United States that would be shown to a white 
wan of average capacity. The Haytians have 
had so melancholy an experience of the un- 
steadiness of the negroes of French 
characteristics that they regard all ne- 
groes 8 like themselves and refuse 
to trust them with, that implicit faith that they 
ought to fee. for a representative from another 
repudlic. Mr. Douglass has been a candidate 
for the Diatrict otftice helu by him until Mr. 
Cleveland became President. He withdrew 
trom that contest yesterday upon learning that 
the President was to send him to Hayti, and 
expressed himself as favoring another colored 
man wo had applied for the place. 


A communication was recently received by 
the Civil Service Commission from P. M. 
Wright, the Secretary of the local Board of 
Civil Service Examiners at Port Huron, Mich., 
asking that the board be allowed to hold a com- 


petitive oxamination July 11 for clerks and in- 
spectors in the Custom House in place of that 
announcedgtor June 13, which was not held. 
‘The commission has directed a reply allowing 
an exawipation to be held for olerks, but not 
for inspectors. The commission refuses the ex- 
amination for inspectors on the ground that the 
Secretary of the board furnished no statement 
of the number of names on the eligible list for 
appointment as inspectors, 

speaking of this action, Commissioner Roose- 
velt, on behalf of the commission, said: We 
are especially reluctant to do this, but it is in 
consequence of an article which has appeared 
in a Detroit paper, purporting to be an inter- 
view with Mr. Geer, Collectur of Customs at 
Port Huron. As far as we know, this interview 
has not yet been repudiated. Init Mr. Geer is 
reported as strenuously condemning the civil 
service law, and stating his belief that the 
proper theory to adopt in the management of 

is office is that implied in the old adage, ‘To 
the victors belong the spoils.’ Mr. Geer being 
an appointive officer of the Custom House, 
whose duty it is to administer the law which 
he thus condemns, his expressions rgnder it es- 
pecially incumbent upon the Commissioners to 
seo that nochance whatever is given for an eva- 
sion of thelaw. The commission have, of course, 
no control over the expression of any public 
officer, but they intend to make it their particu- 
lar duty to prevent any administration of the 
law in accordance with the theories enunciated 
by Mr. Geer. They will tolerate no violation 
and no evasion of the statute. The examina- 
tions are open tojali, Democrats and Republic- 
ans alike; allcan apply who choose;‘all those 
applying in proper fourm will be examined and 
marked with positive impartiality, and will be 
certified in their order to the appointing officer. 
We would be pleased to have a complete state- 
ment of all names now on the eligibie list for 
appointments for the Port Huron Custom 
House.” 

Continuing, Mr. Roosevelt said: “ This state- 
ment is tv be considered as an authoritative 
statement of the pesition of the commission. 
We shoulda be _ particulariv§ pleased to 
have the Port Huron papers take notice. 
The statements of the kind attriputed to 
Mr. Geer have the etiect of keeping 
Democratic applicants from applying tor the 
competitive examination in the classified 
service. We wish to show them that the com- 
mission will take good care to see that-Mr. 
Geer’s words remain words only, and do not 
crystallize into deeds. I hope that the alleged 
interview with Mr. Geer is untrue, and that he 
used no such expressions as those attributed to 
him. If 80, he owes (t to himseif to disown the 
statements contained in the interview as svon 
as possible, because as long as allowed to remain 
uncortradictede the people will continue to 
beliéve that it expresses Mr. Geer’s feelings.

Some weeks ago the Civil Service Commission 
deciaed hereafter to make public the lists of 
eligibles for appointment to the several branches 
ofjthe civil service. The Commissioners decided 
to adopt this course in the belief and hope that 
it would dv away with many of the abuses 
which prevailed while the lists were kept secret, 
besides giving all persons who took the exam- 
inations an opportunity to Know their relative 
positions on the eligible lists. Just how to make 
these lists public has been a perplexing probiem: 
In the case of local examinations for. places in 
the Customs.aund Postal Service it has been 
finally decided to post the percentage ob- 
tained by each applicant in bulletin 
shape in some conspicuous place, 
where the applicants and all others interested 
can have an opportunity of copying the per- 
centages. The same caurse will be pursued 
with regard to certifications of eligibles for 
these ofilices made to the appointing wer. 
This method of making the local eligible lists 
public, however, cau hardiy be applied to the 
jists of eligibles in possession of the commission 
at its headquarters in this city, for the reason 
that there are such a great number of these 
lists. In view of this circumstance the com-

Columbia, so that his appointment to-day 
caused no surprise. Marshal A. A. Wilson, who 
was appointed by President Cleveland and who 
resigned, was the first Marshal for many years 
who was not expected, as part of his» official 
service, to act as master ef social cere- 
monies at the White House. Mr. Cleve- 
lend thought it incongruous for the Marshal 
to act in that capacity and discontinued 
the practice, It is not known whether the 
President. ——— to restore the fashion ob- 
served by President Arthur and ask Mr, Rams- 
deil to wait upon him at receptions and other 
state occasions. Mr. Ramsdell is popular with 
Republicans in Indiana. He was Vice Chairman 
of the Republican State Centrai Committee dur- 
ing the last campaign.

The docket of the criminal court of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia was to-day finally cleared of a 
number of cases which have been on the books 
ever since the initiation of the celebrated star 


G. Brady, and others. District Attorney Hoge 
stated in court this morning that there were 
twenty-four of these cases on the docket and 
that the Government had failed to secure a 
conviction in the main case. His predecessor 
had recommended to the Attorney Gen- 
eral that they be “nolle  prossed, but 
nothing has been done in the matter 
Recently friends of the parties had 
called on the Attorney General who had in- 
structed him to use his discretion in the matter. 
Mr. Hoge said it would be imposstbie to get 
convictions in these cases, and that he did not 
think the ends of justice would be subserved by 
® prosecution. e therefore asked leave to 
nolle pros the cases, and the court directed that 
this be done. The indictments in these cases 
charged conspiracy and perjury against the de- 
fendants, among witem are John W. Dorsey, 
Stephen W. Dorsey, William Pitt Kellogg. John 
R. Miner, Thomas J.. Brady, H. M. Vaile, A. O. 
Buck, Joha M. Peck, and others. 


“Jakey” Worth, the well-known Brooklyn

Schoonmaker, who is an attaché of the Asso- 
ciated Press, lives in Plainfield. Heis a mem- 
ber of the State Board of Education, and was 
on that account invited to address the boys 
and girls who graduated from the High School 
last evening.

“The State,”” he said, ‘“‘has no right to notice 
religion except to approve of it. The State 
wishes its people to be good, and hence is prone 
to encourage all religions. This, eewerer, is 
not a question of religion. Tne visible head of 
the Church of England is Queen Victoria, and 
if the Episcopal Church in America were to 
ally itself to the Church of England and were 
to establish schools, teaching that Queen Vic- 
toria is the power to whom the people of the 
country owe allegianee, the sense of the Amer- 
ican would arise in rebellion. Yet England 
has kinship to America while Italy has not. 
The cerege is the temporal power of the Roman 
Catholic Church and of the parochial schools, 
and so long as the pupils are taught to bow to a 
foreign monarch so long has;the Btate a right 
to interfere and to protect itself against the 
a foreign invasion, conflicting with the Constitu- 
tion, the Government, and the rights of the 
American people. 

“No person in the United States has a right 
to teach othersto give temporal allegiance to 
any power but that of the United States, and it 
is time for our Government to ‘assert itself. . 
For the State Board of Education I have a pro- 
posal to make. It is now made public for the 
tirat time and in Plainfield, because it was 
originally a Plainfield idea. A great many 
members of the Roman Catholic priesthood 
themselves object to the establishing of paro- 
chial schools; yet they had to establish them 
because commanded to. They had taken a vow of 
obedience to the decrees of the church and were 
obliged to do what they were told so long as it 
was not illegal. If the maintenance of paro- 
chial schools. were made lilegal they would not 
be asked to keep up the institutions, and the 
State Board proposes to ask the New-Jersey 
Legislature to submit to the people for their 
adoption an amendment to the Constitation for- 
bidding the establishing of any school or sys- 
tem of schools that shall take away from the 
puovlic schools any who, by either State law, 
compulsion, or personal. preferment, would 
otherwise attend the public schools,” 

The speech has been the cause of graat com- 
ment in town to-day, for it is only during the 
past year that a parochial school has been 
opened here, and all children of Roman Catholic 
— have been withdrawn from the public 
schools. :

YALE WON BY SIX LENGTHS 


‘OFFIOIAL TIME—YALE, 

HARVARD, 21:55. 

ODDS OF TWO, THREE, AND FIVE ON 

THE BLUE—IT WAS UP STREAM AT 
DUSK AND NOT HARD FOUGHT. 


New-LONDON, Conn., June 28.—Blue are the 
rippling waters of the Thames, blue fhe New- 
England skies, and blue are the colors of Yale, 
but bluer than any of those, or of all of them 
combined, are the hearts of the Harvard men. 

Another annual rowing contest between these 
universities nas been decided, and Yale is the 
victor, New-Loncon is bellowing with fish 
horus and the festive firecracker is bursting 
wherever the Yale undergraduate walks as he 
waits for some means of getting back to New- 
Haven, where the evidence points to such a 
continuation of the revel that there will be no 
leaves left on the historical elms, 

It was a victory won in the gloaming and 
after hours of long and weary waiting, but it 
seems to be all the more appreciatea for the dis- 
comforts that attended it. Everywhere Yale is 
yelling in its excess of joy, but nowhere is 
heard the voice of Harvard. Very few of its 
representatives came here to-day as spectators, 
and those few have disapeared, sickened and 
disgusted with-the noise that Yale is making. 

The Yale-Harvard University boat race is the 
last ana greatest event of tlie series of rowing 
contests that have taken place in New-London 
during the past week. In the matter of general 
interest all the others are side shows. This al- 
ways brings the largest crowd aud evokes the 
liveliest enthusiasm, but as arowing spectacle 
the race to-day was not nearly as good as the 
three-cornered university race of yesterday. It 
did not furnish nearly so good a contest and 
was really only a procession after the first mile 
and: a half. But of course that coulda not be 
foreseen, as it was honestly expected by all 
parties concerned that the winner would have 
to row a hard and fighting race from start to 
finish. Consequently everybody was up bright 
and early this morning, hoping and almost 


praying thatthere would be no postponement of 
the race, which had been sét for 11 v’clock. 

The crowd had had quite enough of New- 
London discomfort and New-London gouging, 
and it was anxious to get away. Ithad been 
sleeping two and three in a bed andiour and 
five in a room until it was weary, sore, and 
utterly disgusted. It had fed on poor food that 
had been shoveled at it by overworked, and 

erspiring waiters until it was sick and billous. 

t had been taxed double and treble the worth 
of whatit got untilit was sorrow-strivken and 
well-nigh impoverished. Small wonder 1s it, 
, therefore, that hope sprung in its heart like a 

gusbing fountain for the great meeting of the 
picked oarsmen of Yale and Harvard to 
come off at the appointed time. ‘This desire 
was heightened when special trains from New- 
Haven and Boston unloaded thousands of new- 
comers into smali, hot, and dusty New-London. 
The resources of the town had already been 
exhausted and there was no possibility of its 
accommodating the multitude that was now 
coming. But anxiously as the crowd hoped for 
a morning race,it was doomed to disapointment. 
In ample time to see & contest at the appointed 
hour, the adherents of both universities set out 
for the starting point just below Gales Ferry. 

The platform train, made up of thirty-four 
Cars and drawn by two engines, was a mass of 
colors in which the blue of Yale was most promi- 
nent. The wearers of the blue outnumbered 
those who disported the crimson in the ratio of 
four to one, while the blue and white of Colum- 
bia, the red and white of Corneil, and the red 
and blue of the University of Pennsylvania 
were comparatively lost in the mingled blue or 
Yale and crimson of Harvard. These two col- 
ors were worn in every conceivable fashion, 
from a modest little button to flaring flaze bear- 
ing the respective names of the rival institu- 
tions. 

The ladies wore the most enthusiastic in this 
respect and carried flags, streamers, pennants, 
flowers, oars wrapped with ribbons, parasols, 
and toy balloons. What was particularly no- 
ticeable, they were nearly all, trom tiny little 
misses to grandmothers, devoted to the blue. 
There were present ten Yale,women to one 
Harvard woman. New-London, too, arrayed 
itself in biue. The hotel keepers and tbe 
toughs, the hack drivers and the boatmuen, the 
shopkeepers and the corner loafers all wore the 
Yale colors. 

It was the fickle popular favor, in which the 
last victor always stands until the tide of fort- 
une changes. If Harvard should have two or 
three successive victories New-London would 
be quite as vermillion in hue as it is in cerulean 
to-day. This preponderance of Yale’s. adher- 
ents was quite as marked in the occupants of 
the various craft that dotted the broad and 
placid bosom of the Thames. There were sev- 
eral excursion boats, innumerable yachts, 
launches, androwboats. Everything that float- 
ed carried an abundance of bright colors, and 
the resulting spectacle was a delight to the eye, 

When the word came that Referee Robert 
Cc. Cornell of Columbia was going to 
start the race on time, this gay flotilla 
moved up the stream to points of Vant- 
age, while the ponderous platform drew its 
tortuous length along the banks to points oppo- 
sits Gale’s Ferry. The tide was running out 
against a breezy wind that ruffled the surface 
into little lumps, but did not make it rough 
enough to destroy the hope that the race 
would be rowed. When the spectators 
reached the Harvard quarters, however, the 
launches of the two crews were seen 
in earnest conference. This looked ominous, 
especially as the breeze was freshening every 
moment. Moreover, it had been rumored about 
town that Yale was anxious to have the race 
postponed until evening, as it was almost cer- 
tain that there would be smooth water then, a 
condition supposed to be favorable to the blue. 
The time set for the race passed, and the rer- 
eree’s boat was not in sight nur were there 
signs of life on either the Harvard or the Yale 
float. 

Doubt as to what would be done continued 
for nearly an hour and then the referee’s boat 
puffed along the line of vessels and ** Bob’ 
Cook yelled out to each craft in succession that 
the race had been postponed until 6:45 o’clock 
in the afternoon. Referee Connell had decided 
that the water was too rough to row. The an- 
nouncement of this decision was received with 
&@ groan. 


To many it meant the unutterable terror of 
another meal and another night 1n New-London. 
To all it meant a delay of six long hours with 
no place to stay and very little, if anything, to 
eat. Everybody was inclined to protest with 
the greatest vigor. The Harvard men were 
particularly recalcitrant, and openly expressed 
their disapproval of the postponement They 
had heard that ‘“‘Bob” Cook was auxious for a 
postponement, and they concluded that if his 
wish were gratified Harvard would certainly 
lose some advantage. Besides this, they were 
just a little superstitious. They claimed that 
Harvard had never lost a race with Yale that 
had been rowed in the forenoon, and they felt 
that somehow or other they would have had a 
better chance if the postponement had not been 
made. The Yale men objected because their 
personal comfort had become a wmatter of 
greater consideration than their loyalty. 

As a matter of fact, however, the water was 
too rough for good rowing, and the referee’s 
decision was approved by other experienced 
judges of rowing. At any rate, there was no 
appeal, and back to New-London, had to some 
the platform train, the gay flotilla, and every 
other spectator to wait until 6:45 this evening, 
the hour set for another trial. The six tedious -

- hours of waiting were spent in seeking rest and 


eomfort, and every boat was temporarily turned 
into an excursion craft, while the shores of 
New-London harbor were lined with parties of 
ladies and gentlemen only too giaa to escape 
the noise, heat, swagger, and bluster of tne 
town. 

Around the hotels there was an unlimited 
amount of talk about betting, but the amount 
of money staked was small. Harvard demanded 
odds of two and three toone on Yalp and the 
New-Haven collegians stood out for even’ 
money. This was the condtion of the betting 
until about two hours before the race. Then the 
money of the Yale men began to burn their 
pockets so fiercely that they xave the odds de- 
manded, and some of them were 80 rash as to 
, tive to one on theircrew. Even at that they 

ad to bet with local sporting men and non- 
collegians from New-Haven. Harvard seemed 
to have brought comparatively little money to 
New-London for betting purposes. 

At a little after 6 o’clock the platform train 
was again loaded and the passengers on all the 
boats were scrambling for advantageous posi- 
tions for seeing the race. Then came a repeti- 
tion of the forenoon’s endeavor to see the start. 
There was this difference, however; instead of 
the race being rowed down the stream from 
@ point nearly opposite Gaie’s Ferry to New- 
London, the course was reversed and the race 
was now to be rowed up the stream between 
those two points. The crowd of spectators was 
hardly as large as it had been at the first effort, 
for many people had become disgusted and 
went away. The platforin train was, neverthe- 
less, well filled; there were just as many boats 
strugcling for places. Deadhead Hill was 
cruwded and the banks of the Thames held as 
many people as before. The grand stand at the 
New-London end Qfethe course was almost 
deserted, for the new conditions of the rave and 
the rapidly-approacbing darkness shut out its 
occupants from seeing more than the mere 
start of the race. 

The Yale crew was the first to put in an a 
pearance. Its members came down from thelr 





‘and then everybody scurried fora chance to 


quarters at Gale’s Ferry on the tug Ivernia 
with their oars abuard and their shell in tow. 
it was just 6:25 o’clock when they steamed up 
to the starting point. Their apzéarance was 
. the signal for a tremendous hullaballoo. Every 
s¥Yale throat on the train, the boats, or the shore 
“suddenly opened, and there was emitted the 
‘most distracting conglomeration of sounds, 
Women shrieked ana men yelled until they 
were hoarse. 

Five minutes later the Harvard men came 
slowly down from their quarters on a double- 
decked tug. They carried their oars with them, 
vut their shell had been previously taken to the 
float at the lower end of the course. The Har- 
vard spectators were quite as loyal, enthusi- 
astic, and vociferous as their opponents, but 
they did not make as much noise, simply be- 
cause they were not as numerous. The referee’s 
launch, with the officers ef the race on board, 
steamed here and there, busily engaged in set- 
thing the details offthe start. [na few minutes 
the Yale oarsmen Were in their boat and it be- 
gan to look as though the stdrt would be made 
somewhere near the time agreed upon. 

The-water was in splendid condition. The 
tide was coming in, and what little breeze there 
was blew gently with it. There was scarcely a 
ripple on the surface of the Thames, and ali the 
conditions were most favorable for a capital 
race. The Yale men had on their blue jerseys, 
and felt of the water by taking a few strokes 
that sent their boat whizzing along in front of 
the New-London bridge, ‘They seemed satisfied 
with the experiment, and resting on their oars 
waited patiently tor their adversaries to ap- 
pear. But the Harvard crew was dilatory. it 
had gone into the boathouse, but it seemed to 
be in no ghurry at ail to come out. After 
several minutes had ,elapsed the bow of 
its shell was seen to protrude from 
the doors, and there it stuck for as 
many Minutes more. Finally the boat was low- 
ered into the water, but the crimson-shirted 
Oarsmen were still taking matters most lels- 
urely. The Yale spectators howled lustily for 
them to make haste, and charged thatit was a 
trick of Harvards to weary their opponents 
with waiting and to unfitthem with nervous- 
ness. The Yale oarsmen, however, looked on 
serenely. At last Harvard came to the starting 
point, just one-half hour after Yale had shown 
herself to be in readiness for the start. 

Both boats were now in position and the ref- 
eree was giving his final instructions. In doing 
this be used the word “Go,” and both crews, 
mistaking it for the actual signal to start, 
dashed away witha vim. They were recalled, 
and at 7:20 o’clock they were startea in reality. 

They jumped away on hearly even terms, 
with a possible advantage in favor of Yale. 
Every oursman had previeusly stripped off 
his jersey, and the sixteen bronzed and supple 
backs bent to the work with the evident de- 
termination to let nothingin the way of effort 
stand between them and victory, The plattorm 
train moved with its shrieking mass of human- 
ity, all the boats whistled in unison, the referee 
howled for a clear track, and the great college 
boat race of 1889 was under way. 

Yale had the .western course, with Harvard 
nearer the Groton shore. Under the conditions of 
the wind and water there was little or no advan- 
tage to either. Yale started olf with a stroke of 
thirty-five to the minute and Harvard with 
thirty-three, but both settled down quickly to 
thirty-two. It was quickly seen that Yale was 
rowing in the better form. The men looked in 
their boats to be about as evenly matched as to 
weight and size, but Yale was rowing with con- 
summute ease and with machine-like regularity, 
while Harvard worked with un effort and was 
somewhat ragged. She was: particularly faulty 
in taking the water, hangingover the catch, and 
then taking it with uncertainty and an ominous 
degree of splashing. Yale’s oars, on the other 
hand, caught the water in unison, with a snap 
and with a firmness that showed that every 
ounce of strength was being utilized to the best 
advantage, 

It was a desperate fight at the start, and both 
crews. tinished the first half mile bow and bow 
in 2:28. Yale was now rowing about 31 to 
the minute, while Harvard was making 32. 
Every muscie was strained and every nerve on 
tension; each seemed to be trying to kill the 
other in the first. mile, but when that point 
was reached Yale's superior form began to tell. 
She crossed the line in 4:47, with Harvard fol- 
lowing in 4:49 and seemingly somewhat dis- 
tressea, 

After this the race resolved into a procession. 
The clockwork precision of Yale toid at every 
stroke, and she gradually drew away from her 
adversary Without apparently trying, and that 
too in spite of Harvard’s wost strenuous en- 
deavor to make up the lost. ground. The biue 
reached the wile and a@ half in.7:15, with the 
crimson four seconds. beliind... The twe. miles 
were done by Yalé in 10:08 and by Harvard in 
10:20. It was now seén wnat nothing but an 
accident could. save . Harvar from an 
overwhelming. defeat. Her most ardent 
admirers could see no gleam of hope. 
The only. thing of interest after tunis 
was to surmise by how much Yale would be the 
victor. The remainder of the story is best told 
in the simplest manner, and thatira by the rest 
of the official time, which was as follows: Two 

and a half milés—Yale, 13:01; Harvard, 13:20; 
three miles—Yale, 15:37; Harvard, 15:57; 
three and a half miles—Yale, 18:35; Harvard, 
18:57; four miles and tinish—Yale, 21:30; 
Harvard, 21:55. 

As Yale dashed over the line a winner there 
was the customary demoniacal demonstration,

SIX DEAD IN ONE HOUSE, 


ESCAPING GAS TURNS A DEBAUCH INTO 


A TRAGEDY. 

PATERSON, N. J., June 28.—John Gottfried, a 
German silk weaver, about eighty years old, 
employed inAdafns’s silk mill, was last seen alive 
on Wednesday night. He was then sitting in a 
chair smoking his pipe in front of his house at 
59 Ryle-avenue, formerly Water-street. Mrs. 
Attilia Seifferth, who lives in the upper part of 
the house, not seeing Gottfried yesterday or to- 
day and noticing a strong smell of gas from the 
lower flowr, notified the police to-night, and 
about 9 o’clock they broke open the door of 
Gottfnied's apartments. 

They were instantly driven back by the vol- 
ume of gas that rushed forth, When this had 


become in some measure lessened, they again 
ventured into the house. For a moment they 
were again repelled,,this time with horror at 
the scene that met their gaze. In the middie of 
the floor a middle-aged woman lay dead ina 
pool of blood. Near her lay another woman, 
half dressed. She, too, was dead. On the other 
side lay a third woman, likewise dead. In a 
chair by a front window was the body of a 
pretty young girl about seventeen years of age. 
She looked as if she had been sitting there 
awaiting some one’s coming and had fallen 
asleep. . 

The officers, picking their way carefully over 
the prostrate forms on the floor, pressed on 
into a rear apartment. There Gottfried’s body 
was found. He lay on his back across a pile of 
bedding. Across his feet lay a man about thirty 
en old, evidently an Italian. He, too, was 

ead, 

On closer examination it was found that in 
the back room on a table was @ gas stove con- 
bected with the pipes near the metre. The stop- 
cock was but partly turned off. Appearances 
indicated thatsome one in turning off the gas 
had been careless, and a great volume of gas 
had been escaping for two days, filling both 
apartments so densely that after the house had 
been opened fortwo hours the gas could be 
smelled a block or two away. 

Aithough Gottfried worked regularly he was 
somewhat dissipated and his apartments were 
the rendezvous of loose characters of both 
sexes. The italian who was found there had 
been a frequenter of the place, From the ap- 
pearance of the room it seemed as if there had 
been a high carnival, in the course of which the 
oldest woman, who was subsequently recog- 
nized as Kate White, had fallen or had 
been violently thrown to the floor, sus- 
taining a severe scalp wound, the blood trom 
which had flowed on the fioor. Sarah McMally 
and Bella McMally were the other women 
found on the floor. Probably they were over- 
come and fell to the floor before they could get 
the door or window open. They were aged 
about thirty and twenty years, respectively. 
The youngest victim was Emma Wright. The 
bodies of the six victims were taken in charge 
by the Coroner, who will hold an inquest. 

Gottfried had:a singular history. He wasa 
highly-educated man, who thirty years ago held 
a@ responsible and honored place at the Court of 
Saxony. Being detected in some dishonorable 
transaction, be was given the choice of going to 
prison or coming to America. He came hither 
and lived in Paterson ever since, going down 
hill morally and socially all the while. 





A FUGITIVE IN GERMANY. 


EX-PRESIDENT MEANS OF THE METRO- 


POLITAN NATIONAL BANK. 

CINCINNATI, Ohio, June 28.—In an extra edi- 
tion to-night the 7imes-Star says: 

“It was learned this morning that William 
Means has gone to Germany and is on the bor- 
ders of Switzerland. It is rumored that he 
never intends to come back. There is no ex- 
tradition treaty between the United States and 
Switzerland.” 

The matter has been known in certain circles 
for some time, and there is a patition in circula- 
tion for his pardon asa fugitive from justice. 
Mr. Means was President of the Metropolitan 
National Bank, which failed in February, 188, 
as a result of the squandering of its funds by 
its Président, Means, and Vice President, De 
Camp, in land, principally at Findlay and Bir- 
mingham. They also bought the Roan Mount- 
alms [ron and Steel Company, which proved a 
most disastrous venture and dismai failure. 
They also caught the tail end of several 
gas land booms and got badly left. They also 
loaned large sums of the bank’s money to R. S. 
Bright of Chattanooga, H. C. Gilmour of the 
Grand Hotel, this city, and the Thomas Sher- 
lock Steamship Company, of which,De Camp 
was Secretary and Treasurer, without security. 
In short, they wrecked the bank by injudicious 
loans to corporations in which they were them- 
selves interested. 

The night of the failure of the bank Means 
and De Camp were arrested fur wisappro- 
priating several hundred thousand dollars of 
the bank’s funds and for perjury. They were 
indicted and placed under $50,000 bonds each. 
Last Wiuter Judge Sage learned that Means 
had gone East forthe purpose of leaving the 
country, and increased his bond to $100.000, 
which, after great difficulty, was given, with 
Henry Hanna and C. M. Holloway as sureties. 
After this District Attorney Burnett visited 
Means on Long Island, where, as was repre- 
senied to the Attorney General, he found Means 
a mental and a physical wreck. Burnett en- 
deavored to have the Means indictment nollied, 
bat the scheme failed, 

Means has not since shown up in this city 
and has hardly been spoken publicly since. It 
seems, however, that, though no public refer- 
ence has been mate to him, a most earnest and 
persistent movement has been going on for the 
past four months looking to his reseue from 
justice. Mr. Burnett has been soliciting signa- 
tures to his petition fora pardon. A gentleman 
whose information is of. the best said to-night 
that Means had arranged to protect his bonds- 
men and would not return to Cincinnati or 
America unless pardoned.

DELAGOA BAY INOIDENT. 
A BRITISH NAVAL DEMONSTRATION AT 
LISBON EXPECTED— DEMANDS OF 


THE RAILROAD SHAREHOLDERS. 


LonpDoN, June 28.—A special Cabinet council 
will be held to-morrow to consider the Delagua 
Bay Raiiroad question. It is expected that a 
portion of the Cape of Good Hope squadron 
will participate in a naval demonstration at 
Lisbon, 

The shareholders of the company whose con- 
cession te build the Delagoa Bay Railway has 
been canceled by Portugal held a meeting in 
London to-day. It was resolved to resist any 
attempt on the part of Portugal to take the 
work out of the company’s hands, as such 
action would resuit in a grave crisis. It 
was further determined, in ‘the event of 
Portugal’s pérsisting in carrying out 
her threatened action, to call upon the 
British Governwent to demand from Portugal 
the payment of her debt to England of £3,000,- 
000, incurred in 1814, and to ask that such 
sum be applied tothe purchase of the railway. 
It was also decided that the company sbould 
claim damages from Portugal and request the 
British Government to enforce the claim. 

WASHINGTON, June 28.—The Department of 
State has no advices of trouble at Delagoa Bay 
and there is no intention of sending a war ves- 
sel there. 


PREMIER CRISPI’S VIEWS. 
RoE, June 28.—In a speech in the Senate to- 
day Premier Crispi said he deeply regretted the 
conflict between Germany and Switzerland, but 
they were compelled to take notice of the 
change in the aims of the present political refu- — 
gees in Switzerland from those of the refugees 


offormer years. The Premier declared that 
Cardinal Lavigerie was a political agent, trying 
to suppress Italian influence in the East. It 
was deplorable that Italians should be lured 
into giving him money destined to injure Italy. 

Referring to the fallure of his endeavors to 
reconcile the Vatican, Signor Crispi said that 
the Vatican now placed its hopes in a revival of 
temporal power through the intervention of a 
foreign power and a European conflict. It 
would therefore be dangerous and unpatriotic 
to subsidize missionary schools. That was the 
plan of Italy’s enemies.

LONDON, June 29.—The Standard’s Rome cor- 
respondent reaffirms the correctness of his com- 
munication announcing the Pope’s condem- 
nation of the Clan-na-Gael.

treatment of Land Leaguers in prison on thé 
ground that it is their own fault, they having 

disobeyed the decree against boycotting.

FIFTY THOUSAND IRON AND GLASS 


WORKERS CONCERNED. 

PITTsBURG, June 28.—To-morrow the 1888-9 
scale of the Amalgamated Association of Iron and 
Steel Workers expires. and unless the manufac 
turers-recousider their determination there will 
be smokeless stacks and silent machinery at all 
the iron works in this section Monday. The 
officers of the iron workers’ unions say that 
they expect no signatures to the scale before 
the annual repairs are completed in the ditfer- 
ent mills, and the manufacturers say that they 
have no repairs to make, but are waiting until 
some modifications are made in the new 
scale, Carnegie, Phipps & Co., upon whom 
all seem to be walting, have not yet 
considered the iron scale, but will dosoina 
day or so. Chairman Abbott says that it is 
possible thatthe iron scale will be accepted. 
When agked about the steei scale he said that it 
would not be signea, and that the Homestead 
Mill, which employs 2,500 men, would not be 
operated after to-morrow unless work Was re- 
sumed under the sliding scale pro- 
posed by the firm, which makes a de- 
cisive reduction. From this position he said 
his firm would not recede. The small mills 
will hold back until the larger ones decide upon 
action aud then tbey will follow the lead of the 
others. The entire situation is that the result 
hangs on the action of Carnegie, Philipps & 
Co., and as they have delivered their ulti- 
matum, it is very likely that an indefinite sus- 
pension of Pittsburg iron and steel industries 
will take place. This means enforced idleness 
tor fully tour thousand men who directly or in- 
directly depend upon iron mills for their sup- 
por’. The ,duration of the strike or lock-out 
which ever it may be called cannot be pre- 
dicted. . 

To-day the officials of the Amalgamated As- 
sociation were notified that tas Maumee Roll- 
ing Mill Company of East Toledo, Onbio, had 
signed the scale, and thatthe mill would be 
working Monday. Thisis the first compuny to 
sien. 

in addition to the closing down of the iron 
and steel mills another great suspension of 
work will take place. The fires in every flint 
chimney, bottle and window glass factory will 
be extinguished, and the 10,000 workers will 
all go on their regular Summer vacations. The 
glassworkers prover will almost to a man leave 
the city. Several hundred French and Belgian 
window workers will leave for Europe next 
week and others will go tothe mountains and 
rivers to the camps of their hunting and 4 
clubs. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 28.—A conference be- 
tween committees representing the Philadel- 
phia Rolling Mill Association and the various 
lodges of the Amalgamated Association of Iron 
and Steel Workers this afternoon a wage sched- 
ule wcs agreed upon for the ensuing 
vear.

niore people went to the pretty gron Bis fe 
the Rockaway Steeplechase Assoolation at 
Cedarhurst yesterday than have ever been 
there before to enjoy the luxury of amateur 
racing. The means of getting to the track were 
even worse than they have been in peat years, 
which is saying a great deal, for the Tong Isl- 
and Railroad Company managed to mismanage 
things in worse fashion than usual. The last 
trains from this city and Brooklyn failed to 
reach the track until after two races had been 
run, one train getting lost and going to 
Far Rockaway, from which point it had 
to be backed to the grounds. Anotner 
had an engine which didn’t have sufficient 
power to drag the train of a dozen loaded cars 
Over the steep grades and around the turns 
without-stopping every few minutes, seeming- 
ly to get power enough together for another 
spurt. The result was that passengers by these 
trains were in poor humor for enjoying races. 
Nevertheless they found some pleasure in 
haunting the betting ring, where twenty-five 
bookmakers were busy taking in and paying 
out money as raee after race was decided. As 
& rule the favorites won, and the bookmakers 
therefore-found the day’s work anything but a 
profitable one for them. 

The pretty clubhouse of the association was 
crowded with young people, mainly occupants 
of the country residences near tho track, and 
who belong to what is known in society as “the 
horsey set,” such as make up the membership 
of the several hunt clubs and making riding 
across country their particular faa. The ladies 
wore gay Spring costumes, and the young gen- 
tlemen who danced attendance on them were 
mainly of the-class who affect the English style 
in dress, manner, and speech as nearly as they 
possibly can. 

The people who filled every inch of space on 
the publio stands and in the betting ring were 
the regular racegoers, Who were at Cedarhurst 
because there was no raeing elsewhere in the 
vicinity of New-York City.

It was ex- 
pected to be the race of the day, but instead 
aoe: a most remarkable of the many fizzles 
n the shape of jumping races that have been 
run over this course. The race was supposed to 
be a sure thing for Jim Murphy, whose owner 
had handicapped him so that the race looked 
like a “cinch” for him. Owners of other horses 
who had to give him weight refused tostart their 
horses. Experiment alone started to run for 
second money, a8 his owner didn’t expect to 
win theracce. But Experiment had to win. Jim 
Murphy started off in good style and took 
the first three jumps all right, while Ex- 
periment bolted at the first jump. Evane 
persevered with Experiment, however, and it 
was well he did so, for while Jim Murphy was 
in Mr, Cheever’s front yard he fell. Before 
Heushaw, who rode him, could catch the horse 
and remount, Experiment had got to the front 
end was going on easily.

MR. F. C. PRENTICE’S LAND OLAIMS. 

A dispatch from Asbland, Wis., announces 
that Judge Parish in the Circuit Court directed 
a verdict for the plaintiff in the case of Fred C. 
Prentice of this city against Mayor Beasor and 
others. Martin Beasor, father of Mayor Beasor, 
over thirty years ago sold to A. B. Butterfield 
an undivided half interest in three forty-aere 
tracts of landin the northeast quarter of the 
town of Ashland, Butterfield sold his claim to 
the land to Prentice, and the validity of the 
claim having been denied by Mayor Beasor as 
heir of his father’s estate, Mr, Prentice brought

STHAMEBRS CRASH IN A FOG. 


BOTH BADLY DAMAGED BUT 
SON HURT. 

Newport, R.I., June 28,—The steamer Bay 
Queen of the Continental Line and the steamer 
Eolus of the Wickford Line came into collision 
at 10:45 o'clock this morning just above Gould 
Island, five miles up Narragansett Bay. 
Bay Queen was on her downward trip and the 
Eolus was going up. A thick tog prevailed.

The Eolus had her side torn away from the 
forward part of the house aft to the paddle 
wheel, Whe tug Nat Sutton of Providence 
which was in the harbor, heard the signals o 
the steamers and went up the bay and took 
both in tow, bringing them to this city.

Both vessels 
will be off the line for some time. The Conti- 
nental Line has plenty of spare boats.

PROSPECTS OF A FINE OROP BUT NOT 
OF AN ALLIANCE. 

MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., June 28,—The New-York 
State Hop Growers’ Association, in session at 
Oneida, voted to hold the annual convention 
and picnic of the society at Sylvan Beach, 
Onéida Lake, July 27. 

Reports of the growing crop throughout the 
hop districts represented the condition as un- 
commonly promising. If the vines continue 
healthy and escape the plagues of blight and 
vermin through the remainder of the growing 
season, it is estimated that the crop will prove 
the largest gathered in the State since the pro- 


lific yiela of 1885, and all of 25 per cent. larger 
than last year’s crop. The acreage under culti- 
vation is about the same as last season, 

On this occasion, as at every gathering of 
representative hop growers, the State Brewers 
and Maltsters’ Association had its agents on 
hand seeking to cajole the grangers into a close 
alliance with the beer and whisky interests in 
the fight against restrictive or prohibitory 
legislation. ‘The advances are not received with 
favor by the hop growers, and no county asso- 
ciations have been organized for the purposes 
suggested. The growers are wide awake to the 
situation and are pretty thoroughly convinced 
that the brewers are looking for votes 
in the country to help defeat restrictive beer 
legislation rather than for any special advan- 
tages for their proposed allies, In fact, the 
growers claim that the combination known as 
the State Brewers and Malsters’ Association uses 
its vast wealth and unbounded influence upon 
the course of legislation and the markets in 
methods hostile and disadvantageous to the hop 
producers. The distrustful feeling on the part 
of the growers forbids any effective alliance for 
the purpose of controlling legislation between 
them and the brewers’ combination,

A STORM-SWEPT SEOTION. 

RUSHFORD, Minn., June 28.—A combined cy- 
clone, waterspout, and hailstorm passed from 
one to five miles east of here last night, destroy- 
ing everything in its path, lt probably gath- 
ered over the town of Wiscoy, Winona County; 
entered Money Creek, Houston County, on Sec- 
tions 2 and 3; passed almost due south, curving 
slightly to the west, through Yucatan and the 
east part of Norway, in Fillmore County; then 
on through Preple till it spent its force. A belt 
two miles wide in the path of this storm for 
thirty miles in length is absolutely laid waste, 
the trees being as bare of leaves as in Winter, 

The Joss by the storm cannot fall much below 
$100,000. Immense trees, two feet or more in 
diameter, have been torn up and twisted off. 
For two miles in width the merciiess hail pelted 
everything into the ground. It crossed the 
railroad track where the section men were at 
work, and they say that they fell ily as large 
as a man’s fist. Andrew Fizisco of Yucatan 
was drowned in the flood. Another drowning 
is reported from Houston.

Committee of the Order of Tonti held a meet- 
ing, removed Mr. Wright frem office, and ap- 
pointed his successor. 

Mr. Wright has been under suspicion for some 
time, and his aceounts with.the Order of Tonti 
have been undergoing an examination for sev- 
eral weeks. The result of the examination was 
the meeting of the Executive Committee and 
the remoyal of the Treasurer.

PINE LOGS. 


VIEWS OF AMERICAN. MERCHANTS 
THE SUBJECT. 

OTTAWA, June 28.—American lumber mer- 
chants who arein the city to-day were asked if 
the reduction in the export duty to $2 ver 
1,000 feet on pine logs would satisfy the de- 
mand for retaliation. ‘‘In my opinion it 
won't,” said one of them. The Baker bill, intro- 
duced last session, and which will be passed as 
soon as Congress meets again, proposes to add 
the amount of the export duty imposed by any 
country onlogs to the import duty levied by 
the United States upon lumber coming from 
that country. The import duty on Canadian 
lumber going into the United States is $2 per 
1,000 feet. Had the export duty on logs been 
continued at $3 the Baker bill would make the 
duty on Canadian lumber $5 per 1,000. 

‘*Tt 1t has been reduced to $2 our duty on lum- 
ber will be under the new act $4 per 1,000 feet. 
If the Dominion export duty is abolished al- 
together Canadian lumber will be admitted at 
the regular rate of duty imposed upon lumber 
from all countries. Butsolong as there is one 
cent of export duty on logs the amount of such 
duty will be added to the import duty on lum- 
ber. Our lumbermen and Congressmen are de- 
termined on that.” 

“ What about the effect of reciprocity in lum- 
ber?’ was asked. “It is a sham,” said the 
merchant. ‘“‘ Americanlumbermen do not want 
the Canadian market, and will not make any 
sacrifice to get it. The arrangement proposed 
would be a jug-handled affair.” 

From the foregoing it is pretty clear that the 
mere reduction of the export duty on logs will 
do no Paves The whole export duty must go. 
It is indefensible from every point of view. The 
Government has abolished the export duty on 
feseee piles, and now reduces the duty on pine 

0gs. 
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AGAINST A BROOKLYN RAILROAD, 

Krixeston, N. Y., June 28.—Ju¢ge Edwards 
has rendered a decision in the matter of the ap- 
plication of the Attorney General to bring an 
action to annul the corporation of the Atlantic- 
Avenue Railroad Company of Brooklynin favor 
of such petition, giving leave to bring an action. 
The following is the memorandum Judge Ed- 
wards has written in the case: 


“ SUPREME COURT.—In the matter of the petition of 
the Attorney General for leave to begin an action 
against the Atlantic-Avenue Railroad comnony of 
Brooklyn, a corporation, to annul the franchisos of 
such corporation under Section 1,793 of the Code of 
Civil Procedure. 

“ EDWARDS, J.—In the proceedings had before the 
Attorney General ona petition to bring an action 
to annul the franchises of the Atilantic-Avenue 
Railroad Company a hearing was given to the offi- 
cers of the corporation. After due deliberation the 
Attorney General says in his written opinion that 
he feels constrained by a sense of duty to make this 
application, His verified petition alleges a prima 
facie case. Itis held by the General Term of this 
judicial department that on such an application 
the court is not toa try the merite nor to inquire 
whether it is a wise administrative act to bring the 
action, but rather whether the Attorney General 
alleges a prima facie case against the corporation ; 
that the Jaw has vested him as the representative 
of the people of the State with the administrative 
duty of determining whether such an action should 
be instituted (60 Hun,, 511; 27 Hun,, 628.) VFot 
these reasons, without inquiring into the meriuw 
or presuming fo guostion the wisdom of the Attor- 
ney General, leave to bring an action is granted.”

PATRIOTISM IN THE SOHOOLB. 


RESULTS OF THE INVESTIGATIONS OF 
COL. GEORGE T. BALCH. 

Col. George T. Balch delivered an address yes- 
terday at the meeting of the teachers of the in- 
dustrial schools of the Children’s Ald Society 
at the Tompkins-Square Boys’ Lodging House, 
at Avenue B and Highth-street, He took for his 
subject, “The Place of the Industrial Schools of 
the Children’s Aid Society of the City of New- 
York in a General Plan for the Patriotic Edu- 
cation of the Youth of the Nation.” 

Col. Baloch has made a careful study of the 
condition of the mixed population of this city, 
especially in the tenement-house districts, 
About two-thirds of the people of this city live 
in tenements. The speaker had studied tho 
condition of tenementrhouse residents since 
1862, He spent seven months in this pursuit, 
two months of which were pasged in the library 
in Albany looking over the statistics in immi- 
gration. The great majority of the immigrants, 
he found, came from Germany, Ireland, and 
England, and the Colonel proceeded to compare 
the condition of those people with that of the 
American workingmen since the war with Eng- 
land, He also investigated the state of pauper- 
ism, the criminal classes, and the features of 
the factory systema. 

In this country the condition of the working 
people will have a great influence upon the 
safety of the Government and country. The 
speaker corresponded with the educational 
agents of the various States and Territories 
and the reports and atatistics that he received 
gave him great confidence in the educational sys- 
tem and dissipated his fears as to the future of the 
Government. Patriotism and the knowledge of 
the principle upon which the Government rests 
are the main stays of the country. So the 
Colonel came to the conclusion that the cultiva- 
tion of patriotism was necessary, not only in 
the public schools, but also in the private and 
in the denominational schools. It is necessary, 
he believes, to impress the children with a 
sense of their obligations to the country and to 
acquaint them with the duties which they will 
have to perform when they reach maturity. 

Between October, 1819, and December, 1889, 
there came to this country 14,429,000 immi- 
grants, of whom 10,230,000 landed at New- 
York. From Ireland there came 3,391,0V00, and 
from Germany 4,360,000, very many of the lat- 
ter coming after the German revolution of 
1848-9. In 1791 the population of Ireland 
was 4,200,000. There were 483,000 cabins of 
oné hearth each, and these generally consisted 
of one room, with no door orchimney. The in- 
babitants paid the one-hearth tax, here were 
168,234 cabins whose inhabitants were too poor 
to pay the tax. In 1841 the peasant population 
was 2,052,000 and the eivico 1,043,000, They 
liyed about six in a house. The tenements in 
this city were palaces in comparison, 

Returning to the subject of education, Col. 
Balch remarked that the attendance in private 
schools has been steadily decreasing. 2 de- 
nominational schools, in which are included the 
paroas’st schools, have some 32,000 pupils. 

he public schools have 196,000. The pauper 
schools, which are non-sectarian, number 3%, 

The children taught at the schools of the 
Children’s aid Society belong, to a large ex- 
tent, to the neglected or dangerous class. How 
to bring up these children isthe question for 
solution. Itis only of late that systematized 
efforts have been made to instill patriotism into 
the rising generation. The Colonel was in fa- 
vor of hoisting the American fiag over every 
school during school hours, and of presenting 
tothe most successful class a United States 
flag, to be kept during good behavior. The 
standard bearer he would have elected by the 
class. Healso recommended the awarding of 
smali flags, to be worn as badges for a week, to 
the industrious and well-behaved children. The 
Colonel proposes to get a lotof flags and badges 
and to distribute them among the schools of 
the society.

NAW POLITICAL PARTY. 

A new political party that wants to befriend 
and champion the workingman has started in 
business. Its full title is the Progressive Re- 
form Party of the United States of America, 
and John McMackin, who was the chief of the 
defunct United Labor Party, is to be its prophet. 
The founders of the party say that they do not 
want to nominate any candidates for political 
offices—their membership is not large enough— 


but they will hold the balance of power between 
the two great Ns yberee and thus keep them in 
order, They will prevent corrupt legislation, 
and 1n case their efforts should fail in that direc- 
tion they will proceed to expose the bad legis- 
lators. 

While they advocate the reduction of-the pro- 
tective tariff—they want to abolish duties on raw 
materials and reduce the duties of manufactur- 
ing necessaries 50 per cent.—they make a num- 
ber of Socialistic demands in their platform. 
They want the United States Government to 
establish a merchant marine, or to guarantee 5 
per cent, dividends to those corporations that 
may do so. Among other demands are the re- 
peal of all laws prohibiting the sale of intox- 
icating beverages, the repeal of all license laws 
on the liquor trattic, the repeal of Sunday laws, 
or any sumptuary laws enacted by the State or 
municipalities, They further demand that all 
corporations, such as railroad, elevated rail- 
road, electric light, telegraph, telephone, and 
canalboat, shoulda become the nominal prop- 
erty of the General or Municipal Government, 
which will guarantee a dividend of 5 per cent. 
to the stockholders.

INSULATION 1N THE SUBWAYS. 

A gang of men in the employ of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company were busy yesterday 
afternoon laying a cable containing ninety-one 
electrical conductors in the subways in Park- 
row from Broadway to New Chambers-street. 
All the newspapers along the line have been 
cut off from direct commucication with the 
centre office since the removal of the poles and 
wires last Sunday, and the new cable is intended 
for their especial service. A new insulation, 


called Okaline, is on trial with this cable. 
Heretofore none of the conductors that have 
been laid over the steam pipes of the New-York 
Steam Company, that occupy a considerable 
part of the space beneath the pavement at the 
intersection of Broadway, Ann-street, and 
Park-row, have lasted for more than three 
months. The heat, which is something intense 
there all the time, has destroyed all kinds of 
insulaters that have been tried, even the thick- 
est lead insulators proving no protection to the 
conductors after a few weeks. Superintendent 
Humstone of the telegraph company says his 
company has found but little difficulty in se- 
curing perfect insulation in the subways, ex- 
cept where they cross or parallel the pipes of 
the New-York Steam-Heating Company, and 
there nocable has yet been able to withstand 
the destructive influences of the heat. And as 
these pre traverse nearly all the principal 
streets of the business district, it is impossible 
to avold contact with them,

MORE WATHR FOR BROOKLYN.

CHICAGO DRESSED BEEF. 


AN AGENT FINED IN INDIANA FOR 


SELLING IT. 

VALPARAISO, Ind., June 28.—James B. Harvey, 
agent of Swift & Co. of Chicago, was arrested 
at Hammond last week and fined $50 by a local 
magistrate for selling in that city dressed beef 
slaughtered in Chicago. He was committed to 
jail for failure to pay the tine, On Monday he 
was taken before the Hon. William Johnson, 
Judge of the Porter County Circuit Court, on a 
writ of habeas corpus. Yesterday Judge Jobn- 
son delivered an elaborate opinion, holding the 
law under which Harvey was fined to be uncon- 
stitutional, and discharged the prisoner. 

The last Legislature of Indiana passed an act 
prohibiting the gale of fresh meat in any of the 
counties of the State unless the animals had 
been first inspected alive within the county 
where the meat was to be offered forsale. This 
is the first case under the new law. 

Judge Porter holds that the Indiana statute is 
akin to the exercise of power by the individual 
States over inter-State commerce, which ren- 
dered the articles of confederation & rope of 
sand, and which Jed to the adoption of the pres- 
ent national Constitution. The Judge adds that 
whatever may be the nature and reach of the 
pulice power of the State, it cannot be exercised 
over a subject confined exclusively to Congress 
by the Federal Constitution,

A BRIGANTINE FOUNDERS. 

HALIFAX, N, 8, June 28.—The erew of the 
brigantine New Era, from Pictou for St, John, 
landed at Locke Port this morning, their vessel 
having foundered jast evening. At noon yes- 
terday the Captain judged himself well to the 
westward of Cape Sable Light. The wind was 
to the south and the soundings showed twenty- 
three fathoms of water. At aboutl1 o’clocka 
cast of the lead showed four fathoms, and orders 
were given to tack ship, but the vessel struck, 
backed off, and struck again. She was then 
headed off shore for an hour, when it was found 
she was making water so fast that she must 
soon sink. She was kept off to the northeast in 
the hope of failing in with some fishing boats, 


but none being sighted she was run in toward 
Locke Port. 

At7 o’clock the Captain, finding thirteen feet 
of waterin the hold, provisioned the boats and 
left the vessel. She went down soon after ten 
or fifteen miles from the coast. A dense fog 
prevailed throughout, but fortunately the wind 
was light and the sea smooth. The vessel was 
owned by the Hon. Daniel Gordon of George- 
town, P. E. 1, and was insured. She was of 
314 tons register.

HONORS PAID TO THE DEAD LADY a? 
FREMONT, OHIO. 

FREMONT, Ohio, June 28.—The funeral serv« 
ices of Mrs. Hayes were simple and unostenta 
tious. They were opened with the reading of 
the Twenty-third Psaim by Mrs. Hayes’s pastor, 
the Rey.

MR. GILROY FINDS COMFORTABLE PLACES 
FOR SEVERAL MORE OF THEM. 

Public Works Commissioner Gilroy gave sev- 
eral Tammany men a boost into the heaven of 
well-paid office holding yesterday, and put a 
corresponding number ef County Democrats 
into the deepest gloom. Water Register John 
H. Chambers having resigned at his request he 
appointed Joseph Riley to the vacated place.

For the gratification of Assemblyman Hagan 
of the sixteenth Assembly District Mr. Gilroy 
appointed his henchman, William P. Mpehan, 
to be Superintendent of the city’s pipe yard at 
a salary of $1,800, in place of John Cloughen, 
who resigned because be was not a Tammany 
man and therefore could not be expected to 
guard the pipes satisfactorily. The other Couan- 
ty Democrats who resigned yesterday were 
Patrick H. Phillips and William J. O’Grady.

One of the peculiar merits of the Civil 
Service Commission as at present con- 
structed is its belief in publicity. It acts 
on the principle that the civil service is the 
business of the public, and it takes the 
public a good deal into its confidence, and 
it also takes note not only of what is going 
on but of what is being said. When the 
Board of Examiners at Port Huren, Mich., 
asks for permission to hold a competitive 
examination for clerks and inspectors in 
the Custom House at that place the com- 
mission does not overlook the tact that the 
Collector has been publicly reported as ex- 
pressing an opinion unfavorable to the 
civil service law and its requirements 
and a belief in the policy of dispesing of 
the places under him as party spoils. Mr. 
ROOSEVELT, with his customary candor, lets 
the public and all concerned know that the 
Commissioners have their eyes upon of- 
ficials Who show a disposition or a desire 
to evade the law they are swern to ex- 
ecute, and that they propose to hold them 
to their duty. Before there is an examina- 
tion for inspectors at Port Huron the com- 
mission wishes to know more definitely 
whether Collector GEER-proposes to have 
an honest and fair competition and to abide 
by the result in good faith. The decision 
to have the names of all eligibles made 
public, together with the percentages ac- 
quired on the examinations, is calculated 
to expose and to check efforts to evade the 
law. ‘This general policy of publicity can- 
not fail to have a wholesome effect. ; 














The Republican Party in Ohio seems to 
be controlled by a singularly cheap set of 
demagogues. The platform of its last State 
Convetition was constructed on what is 
probably the lowest level yet reached. The 
shameless bid for the dynamite vote in the 
resolution approving the choice of PATRICK 
EGan for a foreign mission would have 
been impossible to any Republican con- 
vention even five years ago.

The Court of Appeals has confirmed the 
judgments under which several convicted 
murderers have been sentenced to death 
under the law providivg for execution by 
electricity. The arguments by which the 
validity of the law or its application in 
specific cases has becn contested were pret- 
ty flimsy, but it was well enough to have 
the matter put to a judicial test. The effort 
to let one man out between the old 
Jaw and the new was more ingenious 
than plausible. It was urged that he 
could pot be hanged because that

form of execution had been abolished 
when he was convicted of the crime and 
that he could not be executed by electricity 
because that punishment was not author- 
ized when the crime was committed. This 
curious reasoning does not seem to have 
impressed the court. The chief argument 
against the validity of the law was that it 
provided for a * cruel and unusual” punish- 
ment within the meaning of the constitu- 
tional inhibition. Itis pretty well demon- 
strated that death by electricity properly 
applied is painless and therefore not cruel. 
The punishment is unusual in one sense, but 
evidently not in the sense intended by the 
Constitution, which does not prohibit any 
new way of executing penalties, but only 
exceptional and barbarous penalties.

Russia seems to have accomplished at 
last her long-cherished purpose of securing 
an exclusive port for herself on the coast of 
Corea. Deer Island is the point she is said 
to have acquired as a coaling and naval 
station, and a Russian man-of-war now 
controls all landings and departures there. 
For several years this project of Russia has 
been spoken of. At one time she was said 
to have seized Quelport, a large island ex- 
ceedingly well situated for approach to 
China, Japan, and Corea; but its lack of a 
good anchorage in a sea swept by fierce 
storms during a part of the year was an im- 
pediment to carrying out that plan. Then 
it was alleged that she had her eyes on 
Port Lazereff, in Broughton Bay, a good 
harbor on the eastern coast of Corea, and 
well sheltered by the Nakhimoff Peninsula. 
It was even reported that China made up 
her mind to anticipate the seizure of this 
place by sending troops there. Finally, 
last October, Grand Duke ALEXANDER 
went to Corea, had an interview with the 
| King, and, it was said, arranged for the 
requisition of a port at Funei. Judge 
OwEN, the King’s foreign adviser, was 
thought to be concerned in this. What- 
ever the details, Russia appears at last to 
have secured a port south of Vladivostock. 








It would appear that the long cruise re- 
cently imposed upon the Swatara, which 
was sent from Montevideo across the Atlan- 
tic and around the Capé of Geod Hope to 
Madagascar, was not without fruit. She 
arrested and took to Tamatave Capt. Du 
VERGE, formerly of Baltimore, and master 
of an American schooner called the Solitaire. 
It may be remembered that the House at 
the last session called on the President for 
information about the trouble in Madagas- 
car, and that in reply he sent a dispatch 
from Mr. J. P. CAMPBELL, who complained 
of discourtesy on the part of the Malagassy 
Minister, and asked for a war ship to show 
the localauthorities that our claims must 
be settled. Mr. BAYARD added that further 
tidings had narrated the shooting and kill- 
ing of Mr. STANWOOD, one of our consular 
representatives in Madagascar, by Du 
VERGE. The latter seems to have been 
either unable to get away or in no hurry to 
do so, since he was made a prisoner by 
Commander McGowan of the Swatara, who 
also secured the witnesses to the affray. 
The jurisdiction of Consul.-CAMPBELL in 
this case will undoubtedly be disputed, and 
this may add to the complications into 
which our Government has drifted with 
Madagascar, which, a few years ago, looked 
upon the United States asa more thaa ordi- 
nary friend, whose interests could hardly 
clash with her own. 











Is THIS TO BE .A REPUBLICAN 
POLICY? 

The first important Republican State 
Convention held since the party recovered 
its control of both branches of Congress 
and of the Executive Department of the 
Government is that of Ohio, which met at 
Columbus on Wednesday last. It was nat- 
ural to look to it for something in the 
nature of a “keynote” of Republican 
policy for the future. The most prominent 
and siguilicant utterance of its platform is 
that which declares in favor of ‘*the pas- 
sage by Congress at its next session of a 
proper and equitable service pension bill 
tor all honorably-discharged Union Soldiers 
and seamen of the late war.” What this 
means in an economical sense is suf- 
ficiently clear. It means putting upon 
the pension rolls the names of all 
who served in the army and navy 
during the war and were honorably dis- 
charged, without regard to any sort of dis- 
ability or any need of assistance from the 
Government. It means the disbursement 
among this favored class of citizens of much 
more than one-half of all the revenues 
drawn from the people by the power of 
taxation. It means not only the disposi- 
tion of such surplus as the existing rev- 
enue laws might produce in largess to the 
veterans of the war, but a large increase of 
the present taxes to meet the enormous 
requirements of such a policy. 

The prodigious liberality of such a 
scheme, which would add greatly to the 
already crushing burdens of the people, 
postpone indefinitely any adequate expend- 
iture for the protection of our exposed sea- 
perts, and cripple the efforts to build up a 
navy worthy of the Republic, might possi- 
bly be excused if it were based upon any 
principle of justice or equity. It has been 
our boast that the flower/of our citizenship 
was enlisted in the defense of the Union 
from motives of unselfish patriotism, and 
that when the need for their serviees was 
over they returned to the pursuits of péace 
and took their places in the civic ranks 
without claiming other reward than a sense 
ef duty done and the good opinion of their 
fellow-citizens. They did return to the 
pursuits of peace, and have followed them 
with more than the average measure of suc- 
cess. They have been generally favored in 


are to-day in every way as well off, as well 
provided for, as men of the same capacity 
whose service in war was that of sustain- 
ing the industries and resources of the 
country at home. 

Those who were disabled by injuries re- 
ceived in the service, or due to the service, 
whose capacity for self-support was im- 
paired, have been generously dealt with, as 
was right and proper. Why should those 
who suffered no disadvantage in the race of 
life, who rather acquired advantages from 





their service to the country. be now put in 


public and private’ employment, and they ; 





the position of recipients of bounty from 
their fellow-citizens who are no better off 
than they? Some: of them are rich, many 
of them are prosperous, all in them are as 
well able to take care of themselves as any 
equal number of citizens of the land. What 
justification can the Government have for 
bestewing upon them a large portion of the 
publie revenues drawn from the people by 
taxation? It is a preposterous policy which 
the soldiers and sailors of the Union who 
are really patriotic and self-respecting 
ought to be the first to repudiate and the 
most earnest in repudiating. 

The politicians who make this sordid bid 
for the “soldier vote,” and who at the 
same time use this policy of gonerosity as a 
disguise under which to maintain a system 
of taxation for the profit of the few at the 
expense of the many, appear to assume 
that the Government has unlimited pecun- 
iary resources of its own upon which it may 
draw at will. But it has no resources of 1ts 
own. Whatit must necessarily draw upon 
is the resources of the people. Every dollar 
that goes into its Treasury must of neces- 
sity come from the product of .the people’s 
labor, and to bestow a hundred millions 
more in pensions is simply totake that 
hundred millions from the produeers of the 
country and bestow it upon a favored 
class. It would take it largely from the 
poor and it would bestow it to a consider- 
able extent upon the rich.. Is this anom- 
alous policy to be deliberately adopted by 
the Republican Party ot the Nation, or is it 
only an ‘‘Ohio idea,” which it is thought 
may servea useful party purpose in the 
State campaign? 








TRUST ECONOMIES, 


The Trustmakers and their spokesmen 
are now telling the people that among the 
advantages gained by the suppression of 
competition in a great industry is a marked 
reduction of price, and that this reduction 
can be made because the cost of production 
is largely reduced by combination. Writ- 
ing recently under the influence of such 
teachings, a certain clergyman asserted 
that if independent manufacturers had 
been compelled to go out of business by 
the formation of a Trust in their industry, 
their discomfiture was probably due to the 
Trust’s ability to manufacture at greatly 
reduced cost rather than to oppression or 
persecution. It is so easy to ignore the 
Jong history. of the infamous discrimina- 
tion in freight rates by which the Standard 
Oil Trust crushed competitors and gained 
its supremacy—discrimination that at last 
led to the enactment of our inter-State 
commerce law. Such assertions invite at- 
tention to the plan on which certain Trusts 
have been made, and the conditions under 
which prices are now fixed and competi- 
tion may be carried on. 

The Distillers’ and Cattle Feeders’ Trust, 
commonly called the Whisky Trust, is com- 
pesed of eighty-six distilleries, but at last 
accounts it was operating only thirteen of 
them. These distilleries were taken into 
the combination at a capitalization in 
Trust certificates equal to three or four 
times the appraised value of the property. 
Even if all of them were in operation the 
Trust capital of about $30,000,000 would 
be two-thirds water, but seventy-three 
were idle at last reports, and it was .said to 
be the purpose of the Trust to keep them 
so. The organization carries this great 
dead weight. It undertakes to earn 
enough to pay comfortable dividends not 
only to the owners of the working distil- 
leries, but also to the owners of those in 
which no work is done. Is it reasonable to 
suppose that it can do this and at 
the same time exact for its product 
a price no higher than that which 
would yield a fair profit to a well 
managed and fairly capitalized independent 
distillery? In order to procure these divi- 
dends on millions of watered capital repre- 
senting idle plant it has been forced to 
practice intimidation toward independent 
competitors. It has not been able to rely 
exclusively on that Jow cost of production 
due to combination about which the Trust- 
makers talk so glibly. It has sought to 
break down independent manufacturers by 
frightening their customers and by warn- 
ing them that the Trust will crush them by 
“putting prices so low that its earning 
power will not permit the paying of any 
dividend, or even the regular fixed charges, 
during the contest for supremacy.” 

The American Cottonseed Oil Trust is an- 
other organization whose representatives 
have publicly described the great ad- 
vantage said to be gained by the consumer, 
as well as by the Trust itself, through the 
wonderful economies attained by confed- 
eration. But the -recent a¢tion of inde- 
pendent. manufacturers in the South indi- 
cates that these Trustmakers have made 
some mistake in their calculations, The 
Cottonseed Oil Trust was composed of 
eighty-five oil factories when testimony as 
to its affairs was taken by a legislative 
committee in this city. Its certificate capi- 
tal was then $41,700,000, and itis net de- 
nied that in many cases the plants taken 
in were capitalized at the rate of three 
or four to one. It has frequently been 
said by persons well acquainted with 
the industry that a plant of equal 
productive capacity ceuld be made for less 
than one-fourth of this certificate capital 
in cash. If it were true that under the 
Trust plan as it has been used by the 
several Trusts now in existence, the cost of 
production is very largely reduced, we 
should expect that the ntanufacture of cot- 
tonseed oil in independent mills would be 
discouraged and prevented. It appears, 
however, that in the last six months meas- 
ures have been taken for the erection and 
operation of many new and independent 
mills in the South. The Manufacturers’ 
Record, a trade journal that is devoted to 
the manufacturing industries of the South 
and that publishes every week a list of new 
manufacturing ventures in that region, said 
on the 15th inst. with reference to this 
movement: 


“ Messrs. D. A. TOMPKINSOf Charlotte, the 
OLIVER Brothers of Columbia, the most notedly 
successful oil-mill builders and managers in the 
country, who organized and built the eight 
large mills of the Southern Oil Company in op- 
position to the Trust, and their friends, are now 


probably $200,000 each incost. They are at 
work on mills in Charlotte, Houston, Eufaula, 
Ala., and Baton Rouge, and SmirH. Vaux & 





TOMPKINS have the contracts for the engineer 
jng work and machinery. Of course itis not 
necessary to bulld new mills while the Trust 
has a number ‘idle, waiting for a purchaser,’ 
but then most business men do not care to buy 
antiquated mills, whose machinery was out of 
date long even before they were turned. 
over ‘to the Trust. We are not surprised 
at their being idle, for when the 
Trust first commenced buying mills, it 
took in old plants badly built and badly 
equipped, which could not even then be run at 
aprofit. That is one trouble with the ‘Trust. | 
It is loaded down with many old mills that never 
can be. operated at a profit—mills that were 
started when this industry was first developed, 
equipped with ola machinery put into old builda- 
ings never intended for such uses. It is not 
surprising, therefore, that it cannot find pur- 
chasers for tiiese mills. We doubt if it could 
vive them away if the receiver had to agree to 
operate them. As to the large number of new 
mill projects in South Carolina, they are mainly 
by local men who are not working up booms. 
The companies have been chartered by the 
State, and the character of the men who have 
organized them is a guarantee that they mean 
to build. In fact, contracts have been signed 
for the construction of nearly all these mills 
and for a full equipment of machinery. More- 
over, these mills will have the latest machinery, 
and that means a great deal, for the improve- 
ments in oil machinery during the last few 
years have almost revolutionized this busi- 
ness.” 

Possibly this movement was not foreseen 
by President FLAGLER of the Trust when 
he delivered, in Providence last December, 
the elaborate address in defense of Trust- 
ism that appears to have been circulated 
recently in various parts of the country. 
If combination has so largely reduced the 
cost of production to the manufacturers 
who are in the Trust, why do other persons 
so freely invest their money in new and 
separate and independent mills that will 
not enjoy the economies of confederation ? 
The truth is that these investors know 
that the Trust carries a considerable load 
of heavily-capitalized factories that would 
have been eliminated from the industry if 
the Trust scheme had not been used for the 
preservation of them; that itis striving to 
pay dividends on stock representing these 
factories, and that under the inter-State 
commerce law it cannot suppress independ- 
entmills by conspiring with railroad com- 
panies to procure discriminating rates for 
raw material and finished product, as the 
Standard Oil Trust did in the days when it 
was building up its power. They believe 
that the Trust cannot profitably undersell 
them, and that they can make good profits 
in spite of the Trust with all its boasted 
economies. 


“THE WATERS EDGE.” 

Mr. PHELPs’s striking and suggestive ad- 
dress before the Phi Beta Kappa at Har- 
vard fully vindicates the reputation the 
orator acquired during his official residence 
in London and brought back to his own 
country. His appointment by Mr. CLEVE- 
LAND was received with some surprise, for 
up to that time it is fair to say that his 
standing had been professional and local, 
while since his return from England he has 
taken without challenge the place of a 
statesman of national reputation. It has 
very seldom happened in our history that 
such a result has followed a diplomatic 
service in which no great or pressing ques- 
tions were involved. The effect of the ap- 
pointment in Mr. PHELPs’S case was simply 
to set in a conspicuous place talents and 
accomplishments that needed only to be 
seen in order to be appreciated, 

Perhaps the most striking and timely of 
the many valuable passages the address 
contained was that which deprecated the 
introduction of foreign policies into domes- 
tic politics. The gist of it is the familiar 
saying that party differences should cease 
at the water’s edge. It is the happiness of 
our situation that our foreign politics are 
but a very small part of our national life. 
It may even be said that our true foreign 
policy is to have no foreign policy. An 
intelligent endeavor to maintain this atti- 
tude, however, involves in itself a positive 
programme and a considerably elaborated 
system of traditions. This country is not 
China. We are required to maintain a 
political detachment from motives with 
which at thesame time we mean tomaintain 
an intimate and an increasing commer- 
cial intercourse. We have no ‘‘treaty ports” 
within which alone,and for purposes of trade 
alone, we recognize the existence of foreign 
nations. Foreigners come to us freely and 
our own people go freely to foreign courn- 
iries, and the increase of trade and travel 
compels us to have a systematic method of 
dealing with the questions that are con- 
stantly arising from this state of things. 
This method cannet be the creature of 
positive enactments. It comes about by 
that accumulation of experience which is 
known as the traditions of the State De- 
partment. Solong as these are unbroken, 
instructed foreign statesmen know within 
reasonable limits upon what they can rely 
in dealing with us, and American diplomat- 
ists who are instructed, in the sense of be- 
ing familiar with these traditions, when 
they are cempelled te act without instruc- 
tions as to the particular matter in hand, 
know within like limits how to act in 
emergencies. 

Manifestly nothing can conduce more to 
secure the peacefulmess and dignity of our 
foreign relations and at the same time to 
minimize them than the continuance unim- 
paired of the body of traditions. It is 
threatened whenever the foreign‘policy of 
the Administration is brought into ques- 
tion in domestic politics. Mr. PHELPs’s 
own diplomatic experience has doubtless 
supplied him with many other reasons for 
his earnest deprecation of this practice, 
but this one is obvious to whoever will 
take the trouble to consider the matter. 
The dictum of an English Judge that it is 
more necessary that the law should be cer- 
tain than that it should be right is even 
more applicable to diplomatic traditions. 

We have lately had an instance of a de- 
parture from this sound principle which 
luckily threatened more mischief than it 
produced. When the troubles in Samoa 
seemed to endanger our relations with Ger- 
many there were many thoughtless or ma- 
lignant newspapers, and there were some 
members of the Senate of the United States, 
who did not hesitate to stimulate ignorant 
resentment and to do what they could to 
provoke war forthe purpose of making a

have plunged the country into war. The 
difficulty has now been settled, with the ap- 
proval of all Americans, on: the lines laid 
down by Mr. BaYArp, and nobody any 


But this does 
not do away with the fact that the peace of 
the country was endangered by dragging a 
foreign question into‘domestic politics dur- 
ing the closing days of a defeated Adminis- 
tration. What would have been the result 
if such a question had arisen and had been 
treated by the writers and speakers of the 
opposition in an equally reckless and un- 
patriotic fashion we cannot surely tell, but 
the national peril would have been very 
grave. Mr. PHELPs’s doctrine that the in-. 
troduction of foreign questions into polit- 
ical contests should be deprecated and re- 
sisted is really a corollary of the doctrine 
that party differences must cease at the 
water’s edge.

RUSSIA AND SERVIA. 


The imperial utterances which have dis- 
quieted Europe this year have come not at 
all from Germany, but ‘from Austria and 
Rassia. While the militant note which 
rang through Emperor WILLIAM’s forth- 
puttings of a year agois no longer heard, 
the Czar’s toast to Prince Nrk1Ta of Monte- 
negro, his ‘‘ only sincere friend” among the 
monarchs, and FRANCIS JOSEPH’s speech to 
the Delegations have raised some gloomy 
forebodings. In the latter it was, perhaps, 
less the reference to Servia than the refer- 
ence to Bulgaria that wasremarkable. No 
doubt there was chagrin in the Emperor’s 
declaration that MILAN’s “ regrettable” 
abdication has given way to aregency 
such that he can only ‘‘ hope that the wis- 
dom and patriotism of the Servians will 
protect Servia from serious dangers.” But 
his rejoicing that ‘‘ order and peace reign 
in Bulgaria,” and that she makes “ con- 
tinual progress in spite of the difficult 
situation,” emphasizes the antagonism of 
Austria and Russia in Balkan affairs, as the 
Czar’s disgust with Bulgaria well 
known. 

Count KALNOKY, it is true, has expressed 
the belief that the peace of Europe is “‘ not 
at present endangered,” but he added that 
the situation. was unsettled and might 
quickly change. As for Servia, he believed 
that she would not endeavor “to realize 
visions,” because she 1s not strong enough 
for aggression, but Servia plus Russia 
might be strong enough. Count KALNOKY 
admitted that Austriais ‘‘ bound to guard 
against subversive measures in Servia.” 
Whatever gravity there isin the situation 
depends on the fact that the interests of 
Russia and Servia are not necessarily in- 
compatible. Apart from questions of race 
and religion Servia lies directly in Austria’s 
path to Salonica, while she does not block 
Russia’s to Constantinople. She is far 
from the present or prospective border of 
Russia, and on the other hand is planted 
directly on the Austrian frontier. Servia 
cannot forget what she owes to Russia. It 
was Russia who came to her aid when, after 
threescore years of Turkish tyranny, she 
revolted, at the beginning of this century, 
under CZERNY, making him her Prince, and 
it was because Russia was in her turn 
worsted by France that CZERNY was driven 
out and the unhappy Serbs again brought 
under: Turkish domination, until under 
MitoscH OBRANOVITCH they gained their 
liberties once more. Servia, too, has ever 
since been with Russia in common antag- 
onism tothe Turk. It istrue thatin the 
last Balkan war the Czar, although hostile 
to Prince ALEXANDER, sympathized with 
the Bulgarians, but Servia was then under 
King MILAN, whose leanings to Austria 
were notorious. 

Starting, however, with the affinities pre- 
sented by race, religion, past history, and 
present interests, it must be admitted that 
the relations between Russia and Servia 
are complicated. The Servian Regency is 
ostensibly, and in spite of the Russophilism 
of :‘M. Ristics, no doubt sincerely guiding 
the country in the interests of the young 
King. But Russia is understood to favor 
the pertender, PETER KARAGEORGEVICS, 
son-in-law of Prince Nikita of Montenegro, 
the Czar’s exceptionally dear friend. It 
was doubtless because he feared Russian 
machinations in behalf of Prince Kara- 
GEORGEVICS that King MILAN so openly 
and strongly strove for Austrian support. 
Austria felt that she had received a check 
with the abdication of MILAN and the as- 
cersion of his son under Regents known to 
be pro-Russian. Yet persumably the Re- 
gents will be true to their young monarch, 
and will resist all attempts to subvert the 
present dynasty. The Russian ideal is no 
deubt a revival of “old Servia”—a unien 
of Bulgaria, Eastern Reumelia, Servia, and 
Macedonia under KARAGEORGEVICcS. But 
in place of this scheme it may be thought 
wiser to stand by a Servian Regency thor- 
oughly triendly to tne Russian cause. Such 
a Servia might be easily persuaded of what 
could be got by alliance with Russia to in- 
demnify her for defeat by Bulgaria, or 
might. be inflamed by the prospect of 
“restoring the empire of STEPHEN DUSHAN,” 
leaving aside the question of the reigning 
dynasty. For the moment, however, there 
is no marked antagonism between Austria 
and Servia, and even the Emperor FRAN- 
cis JOSEPH’S speech seems to have been 
received complacently at Belgrade. 
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The Knights of Labor.: who made a vigor- 
ous effort against. the use of steam presses 
for printing the backs of silver certificates, 
have got their candidate appointed as head 
of the Bureau of Engraving and Printing 
in place of Mr. GRAVES, and now they preb- 
ably expect to get rid of the obnoxious ma- 
chines which save money for the Govern- 
ment by dispensing with the services of 
hand pressmen, If they succeed it will 
cost more money for less work of no better 
quality, but more persons will be provided 
for at the general expense. It is curious 
reasoning by which people convince them- 
selves that there is gain in increasing pub- 
lic expenses because the money goes to a 
larger nttmber of persons. Wiaere it comes 
from seems to be beyond their powers of 
calculation.

HORATIO N. CASES WILT. 

HARTFORD, Conn., June 28.—The will of Pres- 
ident Horatio N. Case of the Pynchon National 
Bank at Sprimgtield, Mass., is to be contested by 
the Connecticut relatives of the deceased. Pres- 
ident Case left an estate worth half a million 
dollars at least. By the will, which was exe- 
cuted in 1850, one week prior to his marriage, 
Mr. Case left his property to his bride, who is 
now the widow. This willis the only one ex- 
tant. One child, which died in infancy, was the 


only fruit of the marriage. This fact furnishes 
the ground for the contest. By the laws, both 
of this State and Massachusetts, a will made 
before marriage is annulled by the birth of an 
heir. 

The testator was a native of Granby, in this 
State, and served in the House of Representa- 
tives here in 1837. He was also @ member of 
the staff of the late Gov. Chauncey F. Cleve- 
land, and a man of public note even at the time 
orf his removal to Massachusetts forty years 
ago. The contestants of the will are represent- 
ed by ex-Speaker William C. Case of Granby. It 
is expected that Senator Hoar will be associ- 
ated with Speaker Case in the suit. The op- 
posing counsel will be the Hon. George M. 
Stearns and ex-Gov. George D. Robinson. The 
heirs to the property in case the will is held to 
be valid, continuing possession in the hands of 
the widow, are Mrs. Charies E. Gross of this 
city and Mrs. James U. Taintor, sister-in-iaw of 
= Justice Charies L. Taintor of New-York 
Clty. 





EXAMINATIONS AT YALE. 

NEw-HAVEN, Conn., June 28.—Prof. Newton 
issued a statement to-day that the increase in 
the number of examinations for the Freshman 
Class this year is almost 10 per cent., both for 
the college and fer the scientific school. The 
numbers under examination are as [ollows: 
Finals for the college, 249; preliminaries, 201;

Brooklyn appointments, returned yesterday 
very disconsolate.

Politicians say that hig 
success Will defeat Nathan and Nichols at the 
next primaries in their wards, and will prob- 
ably bring about the pomination of an anti- 
Nichols man fur Senator in the Third District. 

One of the busiest public offices in the city 
nowadays is the headquarters of tiie City 
Civil Service Board in Ceoper Union. The¢ 
Tammany Hall chiefs, to their own wonder 
ment, have discovered that it can be ** worked” 
advantageously for them. Wheneveran un- 
fortunate but undesirable Tammanyite be- 
seeches them for a piace they send him to the 
Civil Service Board to be examined, saying 
that, under the law, they can do nothing for 
him until he has “‘passed.”

A CORNEK IN SPRUCE, 


ALBANY, June 28.—The purchase of the large 
tract of land in the Adirondacks known as the 
Durant tract by a syndicate of tive capitalists 
residing, two in New-York, two in Albany, and 
one in Cincinnati, is now an assured fact.. The 
Albany men are Henry Patton and Thomas Me- 
Graw, and one of the New- Yorkers 1s Conrad N, 
Jerdan, President of the Western Nationa! 
Bank. The sale was made through A. C. Hall, 
he receiving $50,000 tor effecting it. He is to 
be Superintendent of the syndicate, with head- 
quarters at North Creek. 

The tract comprises 380,000 acres, covered 
with spruce, hemiock, a little pine, and w lurge 
amount of hard wood and birch. This jand, 
it is estimated, contains 570,000,000 feet of 
spruce. In fact, there is only one other spruce 
block in the Adirondacks. , This. is in the Blake 
estate and consists of 93,000 acres. The same 
syndicate holds the option for the purchase of 
this as well. It is given out by those in the 
secret that the principal reason for the pur- 
case is to secure @ corner in spruce timber and 
lumber. The pulp mulls are fast culling out 
the spruce from the Adirondacks, because it is 
the best obtainable wood to work into pulp. 
Poplar makes the best pulp, but there is tittle 
of it te be had. Onthe Black River the wood- 
pulp mills alone use up from 50,000,000 to 
75,000,000 feet of spruce timber yearly. Pine 
aud baisam can be used, but they are too ex- 
pensive, These weods must first go through a 
process to exiract the gum from them. This 
requires chemicals, which cost money. The 
spruce needs very little attention after the 
bark is stripped off “slabs,” that is, the waste 
from the sides of the log, which were formerly 
considered of little value save for: firewvod, are 
now sola for about $4 per cord. A machine has 
been invented which turos them into shape for 
the pulp wills. 

“itis the easiest thing in the world now to 
put the price up on spruce timber, because this 
syndicate has virtually cornered it,” sald an 
Adirondack. lumberman to-day. “‘rhey have 
Virtually all the epruce timber tnere is in the 
North Woods. Itis scarce; that I know tobe a 
fact. It may be that these men secured this 
timber te protect it from the pulp mills, because 
each one of them isin the lumber businesa.” 
The price paid was something over $500,000, 
Durant, the owner, was desirous of selling out. 
He dispased of the Adirondack Railroad proper- 
ty recently to the Delaware and Hudson Canal 
Company, and when his agent offered this land 
for sale the purchasers jnuiped in and secured 
it. The Cinviunati member held an option on 
the Blake estate, sc that it was only the work 
ot ashort time to gobble up the Durant tract. 
it is thought that the spruce block in che Biake 
—— will pass to the syndicate within a week 
or two 











COL CLARK'S GOOD-BYE. 


HH JIAKES LEAVE OF THE 
SEVENTH REGIMENT. 
GOV. HILL COMMISSIONS HIM A BREVET 
BRIGADIER GENERAL—A NOTABLE 
DAY AT PEEKSKILL. 


PEEKSKILL, June 28.—Only twice previously 
in the seven years the State Camp of Instruc 
tien has been an institution has the military 
post been enveloped in so dense a shroad of 
mist as on the morning ‘of this day which 
rounds out the essentially active career of Col. 
Emmons Clark in the National Guard. For 
although the veteran commanderof the Seventh 
wlll not formally relinquish command of 
the regiment for some time to eome, 
he to-day formally bade farewell to 
the officers and members of the 
organization whose destinies he has guided 
for a quarter of a century, and which has pros- 
pered under his administration as a militia reg- 
iment never prospered before in this or any: 
other State. Even the elements seemed to par- 
take ofthe general gloom which pervaded the 
encampment. The sun hid himself behind an 
impenetrable veil of low-lying clouds which ef- 
fectually concealed the customary surround- 
ings of the camp, and from reveille to breakfast 
time the day appeared to be destined to be one 
of discomfort and disappointment rather than 
of pleasure and profit. 

The fog which enveloped the parade grounds 
and maveuvering places was, however, not 
without its advantages. It lent a weird effect 
to the skirmish drills by company, which began 
tha day’s duties. These drills were conducted 
by sound rather than by sight. Twenty-five 
feet away the contestants were not visible. The 
men felt their way, guided by bugie calls 
and the voices of their commanding offi- 
cers, but they persevered against every 


obstaclé, and their perseverauce was re- 
warded by the dispelling of their un- 
comfortable feelings with the disappearance of 
the fog just after guard mount. The culminat- 
ing battalion drill of the camp tour was entered 
upon accordingly with uncommon alertness 
aud avidity, and on its couciusion everybody 
was in an equable frame of mind and prepared 
to participate in the ceremonies attending the 
reception of. the Commander in Chief, whose 
coming was promised to be attended by the con- 
ferring of further military honors and personal 
distinction upon Col. Clark. 

A quarter past 1 had been named as the time 
of the arrival of Gov. Hil. Iu anticipation of 
that event the employes of the Ordnance De- 

artment, under the direction of Col. Joseph @. 

tory, Assistant Chief of Ordnance, had erected 
in the early worning before the camp was fully 
astir the Governor’s marquee on the lawn im- 
mediately fronting on Luxury Row. Dinner 
call was sounded half an hour earlier than 
schedule time, and at 12:30 the assembly 
sounded for the formation of the regiment . 
Bimultaneously with this movement Adj. 
Gen. Porter and Commissary Gen. Varian set 
put for Roa Hook Dock to meet the Governor 
anc his party, who bad come down from Al- 
bany or the fast train, and escort them to the 
camp. They were attended by Sergt. Allen, 
bugier of the Second Battery and orderly at 
general headquarters. Meanwhile the regi- 
ment was formed by Adjt. Rand, turned over to 
Coil, Clark in handsome shape, and marched to 
the main street of the camp, where it was 
drawn up in line, facing the new parade 
ground. Promptly at the appointed moment 
the three carriages containing Gov. Hili 
and his escort were driven rapidly into the 
oat The regiment presented arms, the 
band playing the “Governor’s March,” while 
the three-inch Napoleon rifies, handled by the 
First Battery detachment, thundered out the 
regulation salute. The nineteen guns were dis- 
charged at regular intervals, the entire salute 
being fired in precisely two minutes, for which 
commendable feat Sergt. John G. Janssen is to 
be credited. The carriage containing the Gov- 
ernor and Gens. Porter and Varian was driven 
by Egbert M. Green, who has performed the 
sane office at every visit to the camp of the 
Commander in Chief during the past two years. 
Arrived at Luxury Row the occupants of the 
three carriages alighted and the regiment was 
dismissed to quarters. 

There was no outward manifestation of en- 
thusiasm attending the reception of the Gov- 
ernor, the great crowd of visitors which had. 
been Congregating in camp 6ince early morning 
contenting itself with silently gazing upon the 
Chief Executive of the State. For several 
hours preceding the reception ceremonies the 
scene, viewed from Ked Cross and Luxury 
Row biuffss was a most delightful one. 
* A fleet of rowpoats plied continually 
between the railroad dock and the 
terry landing, loaded to the gunwales 
with handsomely-dressed ladies and their 
escorts, bound for a day’s outing at the camp. 
The sharp shower which followed the taking 
pvussession of his marquee by the Governor had 
no effect in restraining the influx of sightseers, 
and fully 5,000 persons, at the lowest com- 
putation, were congregated within the confines 
of the camp by the time the chief ceremonies of 
the day'took place. These were by no means 
confined to tne friends and members of the regi- 
ment, but included all classes. Among the former 
were the following: Mrs. John F. Long, Mrs. 
Livingston Carr, Mrs. Thomas Chatterton, Miss 
Kyle, Miss Gateley, the Misses Belloni, Miss

Miss Lottis Zittell, Col. Clark’s family, wife and 
two daughters, and the families of Lieut. Col. 
Smith and Capt. Rhoads. 

Following the reception, the officers of 
the Seventh, headed by Col. Clark, marched 
in a body to Luxury-row, and there they 
were formally presented to the Com- 
mander in Chief by Adjt. Gen. Porter. Then 
Gen. James W. Husted took possession of the 
Governor’s ear, and presumably talked electric 
light for the camp to him until announcement 
was made that lunch was reaay. After lunch 
the Governor disappeared within the tent er 
Adajt. Gen. Porter, where he forthwith occupied 
himself in the preparation of the speech which 
was to accompany the presentation of the com- 
mission of Brigadier General by brevet autbor- 
ized by the Legislature to be conferred upon 
Col. Clark. 

Six o’clock was the hour set for this cere- 
mony. Long previous to that time every point 
from which it could be viewed had been taken 
poamesios of by expectant sightseers. Never 

fore has so immense a body of spectators 
been seen at the military post. The prelim- 
inaries of the review by Goy. Hill were quickly 
effected, the formation of ten commands of 
twenty-four files being rapid and exact. Then 
Col. Clark, who was in command, sent Adjt. 
Rand to notify the reviewing officer that 
everything was in readiness and escort 
him to the grvuund. A line ‘of sentries 
bad been established all around the parade 
ground within whose precincts no mere civilian 
Was permitted to enter. Gov. Hill was ac- 
eompanied by Adjt. Gen. Porter, Commissary 
General and Chief of Ordnance Varian, Surgeon 
General Bryant, Paymaster General Stokes, 
and Cols. Judson, O’Donoghue, and Russell of 
the staff of the Commander in Chief, and Col. 
Yoseph G.'Story, Assistant Chief of Oranance; 
Col. Frederick Phisterer, Post Adjutant; Col. 
Thomas H. McGrath, Assistant Inspector Gen- 
>ral, and the officers assigned to duty at the 
roilitary post, together with Lieut. Col. H. S. 
Hawkins, Commander of Cadets; Capt. J. H. 
Sorst, Instructor of Cavalry, and First Lieut 
§£. E. Hardin, Instructor of Tactics at the United 
Btates Military Academy at West Point. 

The review in line was omitted and a marcoh- 
ing salute, handsomely rendered only given 
the Governor.

A RECORD OF 2,300 BODIES AND SIX MILL~

Eighty thousand dollars in cash arrived to-day 
to pay the men in the various departments, It 
Was distributed among thé contractors and the 
heads of the department’ to pay the men under 
them.

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THE CRONIN GRAND JURY 


ALEXANDER SULLIVAN WILL 


PROBABLY BE INDICTED. 
A STRONG CHAIN OF EVIDENCE WHICH 
~~ SHOWS HIS BITTER ENMITY TO THE 

-MURDERED: DOCTOR. 


CHICAGO, June 28,—For the first time since 
the Grand Jury began its investigation into the 
Cronin murder those in a position to know be- 
Neve that an indictment will be returned against 
Alexander Sullivan for complicity in the crime. 
The jury will finish its work to-morrow and 
will hand in anumber of indictments. One of 
these, it is confidently asserted, will be against 
Sullivan. Since the jury began its work it has 
handled and sifted an enormous mass of testi- 
mony. Probably two hundred witnesses have 
been before it. A previous Grand Jury indicted 
O’sullivan, Woodruff, and Coughlin, and cleared 
the field for the present jury of the lesser crim 
inals. 

The Grand Jury, which will finish its labors 
to-morrow, took a comprehensive view of the 
murder. It first sought for the motive and 
found it in the fear that Cronin would disclose 
facts that woulda ruin certain men. It sought 
for these men and found Alexander ‘Sullivan 
chief among them. Then step by step it began 
to search for the links in the chain connecting 
the man mostin fear of Cronin and most to be 


benefited by his death, with the men directly 
connected with the commission of the crime. 

It turned aside for a tew hours to indict Mar- 
tin Burke, and it has also given some attention 
to Pat Cooney and Lawyer John F. Beggs. But 
its main work has been toward Alexanaer Sul- 
livan and the Clan-na-Gael. Willing witnesses 
and unwilling ones were before it. Some were 
men who had felt the heavy hand of Sullivan, 
others had been his henchmen and are yet. It 
Was up-hill work, but the jury has shirked 
nothing, and if the chance remarks that have 
fallen from the lips of jurors are any indication, 
Sullivan will be indicted along with Cooney and 
John F. Beggs. 

Extraordinary efforts have been made to keep 
the naiure of the testimony presented before 
the jury from becoming public, but some of 1 
has leaked out from dayto day and bas ap- 
peared in these dispatches. To-day there was 
before the jury a man, who, under oath, said: 
‘“«[ saw Martin Burke and Pat Cooney tugether 
in Alexander Sullivan's office a few days before 
Dr. Cronin wae murdered.” The witness was 
one of the pioneer members of the Land League 
in Chicago. .- 

Continuing his testimony, he satd: “ Dan 
Coughlin came to my office one day since the 
murder and told me there was proof in the 
hande of the Clan-na-Gael leaders clearly show- 
ing that Dr. Cronin was a confederate of Le 
Caron. ‘I warn you,’ said Coughlin, ‘to have 
nothing to do with Dr. Cronin’s orowd.’ [ 
answered: ‘ You had better look to Alexander 
Sullivan and the man who used Le Caron as a 
too! to help him out if you want to find the real 
confederate of Le Caron.’ At that Coughlin be- 
came-very angry and made all sorts of threats, 
I think he would have assaulted me had I not 
told him that I was prepared to defend myself, 
and would do so.” 

Further evidence presented before the jury 
shows that Sullivan charged that Cronin was a 
spy, making the allegations not only to mem- 
bers of the Clun-na-Gael, but endeavoring also 
to haveit published shortly after Dr. Cronin’s 
disappearance. 

Some of the evidence before the Grana Jury 
goes to prove that Sullivan told a friend of his 
that Dr. Cronin was suspected by leading Irish 
Nationalists of being aspy of the same stripe 
as Le Caron and that they daily looked for his 
appearance on the witness stand in the James- 
Parnell case. In proof of this he showed this 
taan a telegramtrom an English member of 
Parliament, with an intimation that it was 
Henry Labouchére, which was sent to Patrick 
Egan in Sullivan’s care. The telegram, Sulli- 
Van's story went on, was in a oipher, to which 
he did not possess the key, 80 he was forced to 
forward itin the same form in which he re- 
éeived it. 

Patrick Egan being away from home at that 
time, Sullivan sent the telegram to Thomas 
Brennan, Egan’s confidential friend at Omaha, 
for transmission to Egan, whose address Sulli- 
van did not know. He also sent a telegram to 
Brennan asking for information as to the mean- 
ing of the cipher telegram. In reply he re- 
ceived, so he said, a telegram from Brennan. 
This telegram he showed to the man who testi- 
fied before the Grand Jury. It read like this: 

Another witness expected to follow Le Caron for 
the Times. I think this must be your doctor. 
Watch steamers about May 12, as I think he will 
probably sail then. B. 

““B.,” Sullivan gave this witness to under- 
stand, was Brenuan, and the telegram which he 
showed was a translation, he said, of the cipher 
from the English member of Parliament. ar- 
ticular stress was laid on the fact that it was 
an English, not anIrish, momber of Parliament, 
but one who was friendly to home rule. This 
‘telegram and the whole story was told by Sul- 
livan to several persons, among them 
newspaper men, who, he thought, would 
publish it in full. Such publication 
would forever have condemned Cronin in the 
eyes of the public, and had not his corpse been 
found it would have reached the press in some 
way. The suspicious partof this proceeding 
Was that a close search of the files of the differ- 
ent telegraph companies fail to reveal that Sul- 
livan ever received any such cipher cablegram. 

Further testimony sbowing the duplicity and 
intrigue of Sullivan was given by Henry Owen 
O’Connor, who established the first braneh of 
the Land League in Chicago. Alexander Sulli- 
van, at that time @ rampant Clan-na-Gael 
leader, trie’ to crush the League out of exist- 
ence in Chicago, and, failing to accomplish his 

urpose, attempted, through his dupes and 
fgporant and fanatical followers, to terrorize 
the individual leaders in the struggling League, 
Baid Mr. O’Connor: 

“The moment the branch of the League was 
fairly organized Alexander Sullivan did every- 
thing in his power to intimidate me and every 
other member. Every effort was made to drive 
the members away from the League. Some 
of the members were aleo Clan-na-Gael 
men, and for a long time the life of 
the League was in danger, Members of 
the League were threatered with expulsion 
from the Clan-na-Gael, and were told their 
business would be ruined. It began to be whis- 
pered around that the leaders of the League 
Were spies, were guilty of treason, or were in 
the employ of Scotiana Yard. and at one time 
it looked as if our lives were in dunger. 

* Alexander Sullivan told me and other men 
of this pioneer branch of the league that we 
would be expelled frow the Clan-ua-Gael if we 
followed the Parnell movement. The system 
of intimidation and threats was kept up 
by ullivan through Tim Cream and 
his other lieutenants until some men, 
fearing th8t they would be assassinated, 
withdrew from the League. Eventually Sullivan 
worked his way into a prominent place in the 
League, and then the attitude of the Clan-na- 
Gael, as well us his personal treatment, changed 
trom active hostility to friendship.” 

The foolish efforts of the authorities to keep 
from the newspapers facts which would in no 
way hamper the investigation has had at least 
one good result, The report that Camp 20 had 
heen disbanded was practically corroberated 
by the State Attorney, and was published as a 
fact. The camp had pot been disbanded, but 
it was the purpose of the enemies of Cronin to 
bring that about. The storm of indignation 
aroused by the report frightened the men in- 
terested iu the nefarious scheme, and it was 
abandoned. Tho books of the camp were 
taken before the Grand Jury. They did 
not, of course, show that Cronin had 
been condemned to death in the camp, 
but they furnished a good deal of valuable in- 
formation. The facts of the operations of the 
inner circle of the camp Must come ovt in oral 
. teatimony if at all. 

. John Fitzgerald, President of the Landa 
‘League, arrived here last night. He said that 
the was in Chicago on private business and 
should remain four or five days. He also said 
‘that he now believes Cronin is dead. Fitz- 
gerald left the city to-night, departing from 
“his notel by a rear exit. Possibly he discovered 
“that from the moment he arrived here he was 
jehadowed by a detective instructed to ascertain 
whetber Alexander Sullivan and Fitzgerald 
met. 
' A Cronin memorial meeting was held at Cen- 
tral Music Hall to-night. About two thousand 
“persons were present. Only in oneinustance did 
anything happen to mar the harmony 
of the meeting. That was when the 
Chairman nsed some rather strong language 
regarding Irish societies, which evoked a pro- 
test, but the incident was soon forgotten. W. 

- Rend, an Irish-American coal merchant, 
presided in the absence of the Mayor. “In 
this country,” declared Mr. Rend, excitedly, 
“there is no place for secret oath-bound Irish 
organizations,” 

** Nevertheless they will exist,” sang outa 
stentorian voice in the audience. The senti- 
ment wus greeted with mingled cheers and 
hisses.

MARIA MITCHELL. 

Maria Mitchell, the noted astronomer, died at 
Lynn, Mass, yesterday. Miss Mitchell had 
suffered with a disease of the brain, and had 
been failing for the past yearand ahalf. She 
was the third oldest of a family of nine chil- 
dren, six of whom survive her. The remains 
will be taken to Nantucket for burial. 

Maria Mitchell was born on the island of Nan- 
tucket Aug. 1,1818. She was the daughter of 
William Mitchell, a teacher and astronomer, 
and in early hfe became so expert in mathemat- 
ioal and astronomical studies that she was able 
to assist her father in his labors, at the same 
time acquiring her own education. She subse- 
quently studied under Charles Pierce and be- 


came his assistant in the Nantucket school. 
When seventeen years old she was appointed 
librarian of the Nantucket Atheneum, and 
from that time until a recent date earned a reg- 
ular salary. Every moment she could spare 
from her duties as librarian was devoted to 
astronomical researches and she was a persist- 
ent searcher forcomets, On Uct. 1, 1847, her 
arduous labors were rewarced with success. 
She could hardly believe that she had actually 
discovered a colnet, but at her request her 
father sent an inquiry to Cambridge. A few 
days later Father de Vico saw the same comet 
at Rome, and it was subsequenely seen by 
astronomers in Kent and Hamburg. 

Several years before, the King of Denmark 
had offered a gold medal as a prize for any one 
discovering a telescopic comet, one of the con- 
ditions being that prompt information regard- 
ing the discovery shoulda he sent to the Astrono- 
mer Reyal. This condition Miss Mitchell had 
not complied with, and it was therefore doubt- 
ful whether the honor would be conferred upon 
her. The Hon. Edward Everett became inter- 
ested in the case, however, and made such a 
strong statement of the facts that the King sent 
the medal to Miss Mitchell. 

She had been for some time employed by the 
Coast Survey at Nantucket when the publica- 
tion of the American Nautica! Almanac was 
begun. She was employed in the prepara- 
tion of this work until some time after 
her appointment as a. professor at Vas- 
sar College. [In 1858 she visited Europe, 
and besides seeing the principal observatories 
of Great Britain and the Continental countries, 
she became acquainted with and was the 
honored guest of Sir Jolin Herschel, Sir George 
B. Airy. Leverrier, and Humboldt. Upon her 
return to this country she was presented with a 
large telescope by the women of America under 
the leadership of Miss Elizabeth Peabody of 
Boston. In 1865 she was appointed Professor 
of Astronomy and Director of the Observatory 
at Vassar College, a post which she held with 
great honor and ability untillast year, when she 
tendered her resignation. This the Trustees re- 
fused to accept, but granted her an indefinite 
leave of absence. 

Miss Mitchell of late years had'made the study 
of sun spots and the satellites of Jupiter ana 
Saturn a specialty. She was the first woman 
elected to membership in the American Acade- 
my of Afts and Sciences. She was also a mem- 
ber and a Fellow of the Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, President of the 
Association for the Advancement of Women, 
and a member of various scientitio associations. 
In 1852 Dartmouth College conferred upon her 
the degree of LL. D., and in 1887 Columbia 
honored her with the same degree. Her pub- 
entero writings were wholly upon scientitic

CARLOTTA PATTI. 

Carlotta Patti, the well-known singer, sister 
of Adelina and Carlo, and the daughter of Sal- 
vatore Patti, died in Paris yesterday. 

She was born in Florence, Italy, in 1840. Her 
father was a tenor singer on the operatic stage 
and her mother wasasingerof some repute. 
Carlotta was educated as a pianist by Henri 
Herz, but her ambition was to become a vocal- 
ist and she studied hard to qualify herself. Her 
first appearance in this city in concert was in 
1861. The next year shesangin opera. Her 


success, In &@ Measure was marred by lameness, 
and, ber plans being disarranged by the effects 
of the rebellion, she went to England, andin 
April, 1863, first sang in London. She made a 
hit, and, after being complimented by the 
Queen, began a long round of successful con- 
certs. She made tours ali over Europe and did 
not find an opportunity to return to this coun- 
try until 1869. After that she frequently ap- 
peared in both countries, her last visit to 
America being several years ago. She married 
Ernst de Munck of Weimar Sept. 3, 1879. 


GEORGE J. GALLAGHER. 

George J. Gallagher, who in the middle of this 
century was a prominent resident of this city, 
died Thursday at his home in Geneva, N. Y., in 
the seventy-fifth year of his age. For quite 
twenty years he bas lived in the town in which 
he died, and was regarded with great affection 
and respect by the people of that part of the 
State. He was born in this city and was the 
eldest son of George G. Gallagher, a very promi- 


nent merchant of New-York. He did not sue- 
ceed his father in business, but chose literature 
as a professiou. At the time of the Macready- 
Forrest riot in the Astor-Place Opera House 
(now Clinton Hall) he was editur and owner of 
the rue Sun, which expressed indignation at 
the treatment by New-Yorkers of their distin- 
guished guest, and in consequence lost patronage 
and was obliged to suspend publication. He 
subsequently, in Buchanan’s term, became a 
Depnty Collector in the Customs House and re- 
tired when President Lincolu was inaugurated. 
Since then he has interested himself in his 
books and kindred pursuits in Geneva.

FOREMAN QUINNS DEATH 


THE FATAL WORK OF THE 
ELEOTRIO. OURRENT. 
‘RESULTS OF. THE INVESTIGATION OF 

THE ACCIDENT IN THE DYNAMO 
( ROOM OF THE BRUSH COMPANY. 


f The officers of the Brush Electric Iluminat- 
ing Company made an inguiry yesterday into 
the circumstances attending the death of Ed- 
ward Quinn, the chief foreman of the dynamo 
rocm, who was killed by an accidental shock of 
electricity on Thursday night. 

They. found that the: man had not been 
sufiiciently careful after he had made the 
ground wire and had ascended tha ladder 
Zor the purpose of connecting it with the 
dead wire of Cirouit No. 8. He had ap- 
parently taken hold of some wire which was 
alive, and his body formea part of the ground 
wire, the full force of the electric current pass- 
{ng from the right to the left, exerting its force 
upon the nervous centre of the brain, thus pro- 
ducing thorough paralysis. Charles Quinn, 
the dead man’s brother, whe was standing near 
him atthe time, said that Edward Quinn, did 
not seem to have even breathed more heavily 
when he received the shock. 

“The only thing we knew,” he said, “ was 

_ that Ned fell off his ladder and came down on 
the driving belts. We hauled him off as quickly 
as we could, but he made no motion nor uttered 
a sound. While his heart continued to beat 
until the ambulance arrived, he was dead to 
avy feeling. I believe he died without knowing 
what struck him.” 

G. 8. Green, whe was standing less than fifty 
feet from Quinn when he fell, says that he has 
no doubt that the man was completely par- 
plyzed and was incapable of sensation when 
the electricity passed through his system. If, 
as the burn on the cheek wonld indicate, Quinn 

n falling, still clutching the ground wire, struck 

is face against another live wire and received 
3 second shock directly through the brain, that 
would have assured his death had not the trst 
shock been fatal. 

There are many persons who, though they do 
not desire to interfere with the progress which 
electricity is making among the sciences, still 
feel that some restriction should be placed upon 
corporations whose business it is to distribute 
the puwer for commercial purposes. They are 
to introduce a bill into the next Legislature re- 
stricting the electric light. companies, whether 
using the continuous or alternating current, 
from placing any more than a certain number 
ofare lights on a single eircuit. it is, of course, 
well known that the more lights there are on a 
circuit the more power it is necessary to gen- 
erate in order to provide them with the proper 
ameunt of electricity. Thus if 1 aro light re- 
. quired 10 volts, which would be perfectly 

; harmless to any person, in order to extend the 
cireuit to comprise 300 are lights the current 
would have to be made 3,000 voits, sufficient to 
kill almost any living thing. With the incan- 
qa@esent system the same is not true, for the cur- 
rent is not broken—it does not nave to be forced 
ik one carbon point to another of an aro 
‘ight. 

Deputy Coroner Philip E. Donlin, his chief 
‘assistant, and Mr. McAdee of Harvard Uni- 
versity, called at Quinn’s house ip the after- 
boon to perform an autopsy, but his family re- 
‘fused permission. The cause of death was 80 
apparent, however, that the officials did not 
deem a scientific inquiry absolutely essential. 
A thorough examination of the body was made, 
aevertheless, and these interesting facts were 
discovered: The thumb, index, and middle 
.itgers of the right hand were burned, the wire, 
which must have been at white heat at the 
time, burning deeply into the tissue; the palm 
anda back of the left hana and the left wrist 
were similarly burned. Extending for a con- 
siderable distance up each arm was a track 
which showed diffused discoloration, and 
proved the course of the current. There 
Was‘the burned mark of a wire along the 
right°*cheek from the nose to the temple, and 
the hair on the right side of the head was con- 
siderably singed. The mustache was also 

urned. The face was swollen where Quinn 

ell, and until the action of the ice relieved the 
welling the face appeared as though it had 
been burned. Another curious phenomenon 
was that the vitreous lens of the right eye had 
been entirely destroyed by the intense heat 
from the wire which came in contact with the 
right cheek. 

’ The inquest will be held early next week, and 
the proceedings are expected to be interesting 
because of the mass of scientific testimony 
which will be brought forward.

BROOKLYN APPROPRIATIONS. 

The Brooklyn Board of Estimate got to work 
Again yesterday, and found that some of the 
policemen whose salaries were raised on Thurs- 
day were dissatisfied. The discontented ones 
were the nineteen Captains, who were raised 
from $2,000 to $2,200. They sent a delegation 
to the board demanding $2,400, and after some 
delay, gotit. Then the board raised the salary 
of the Telegraph Superintendent from $2,000 
to $2,400, and provided for the payment of 
$2,500 per year to the Fire Marshal, and the 
following increases in the Fire Department: 
First-grade engineers from $1,100 to $1,300; 
second grade, from $900 to $1,200; third grade, 
from $800 to $1,100. 

After giving $5,000 to the Union for Chris- 
tian Work the board provided $300,000 for 
street-cleaning purposes, as against $119,400 
last year, and put in $142,500 for the removal 
of ashes. There are 12,000 miles of streets to 
be cleaned. 

The estimate for wells and pumps was cut 
down from $53,700 to $26,800. This practically 
ended the work of the board, and an adjourn- 
ment was taken until Monday. The refuctions 
made aggregate abont $1,000,000. Controller 
Brinkerhoff announced that the revenue fund, 
which is applied to a reduction of the total 
budget, will amount to about $450,000 for 
1890. This fund was only $250,000 this year. 





FOUR PERSISTENT IMMIGRANTS. 
Four immigrants who claimed to be English 
subjects, and who have already been sent back 
once under the contract labor law, arrived again 
at Castle Garden yesterday on the steamer 
Obdam from Rotterdam. They are W. B. Pren- 
tice, E. W. Spansuach, Charles W. Landswork, 
and Edward Greenfield. and were again held by 
Deputy Collector McClelland until the depart- 
minment has been consulted. When these immi- 
grants arrived before on the previous trip of 
the Obdam, there appeared to be ample evidence 
trom papers in their possession that they had 
previously contracted to.wvrk for the Southern 
Pocite Railroad. They also had prepaid tickets 
10 Seguin, Texas. The fact of their having come 
to America under cortract was questioned by 
the Britisp Consul, but before the writ ordering 
an examination of their cases could be served 
the Ovdam was outside Sandy Hook on ber way 
to Rotterdam. With true British pertinacity 
they bave returned on the next trip of the Ob- 
dam, and say that they now have no intention 
to work for the Southern Pacific Railroad or 
any one cise in particular. It is thought aoubt- 
ful, however, whether they will be permitted to 
Jana, having once fallen under the law’s pro- 
hibition.

Yester- 
day he thought he remembered that MoMurray 
acted queerly when he saw him in the office, 
but they went to their room and retired after 
chatting, 

Giegler says he returned between 1 and 2 
o’clock, and says that he stumbled over a chair 
ina passageway near the bathroom, and strik- 
ing a@ light, found overturned chairs and lamps. 
He also found papers saturated with kerosene 
inthe passageway, reception room, and hat- 
room. Among the papers were bouks belong- 
ing to McMurray. Giegler went. for a police- 
man, came back, and aroused Doring and Mc- 
Murray, and as McMurray appeared to be 
dumfounded and made contradictory state- 
ments, he was arrested. Yesterday at the Jef- 
ferson Market Police Court McMurray was _ re- 
manded, and the case was referred to the Fire 
Department. An examination of the chairs, 
lamps, and papers failed to discover any attempt 
to fire them. Doring and Gitegler said that 
there had been no quarrel with MveMurray, 
and that his accounts were, so far as they 
knew, correct. They could not suggest a mo- 
tive for his act, 1f it was he who used the kero- 
sene and upset the chairs and lamps, but they 
were certain that he was left alone in the build- 
ing, and that the passageway, reception room, 
and hatroom were tidy wheu they went away 
with their pupils. They had not, they said, 
made any charge against McMurray. 

McMurray was seen by a reporter of THE 
TIMES at the Mercer-street station house. He 
is a good and frank looking man of thirty, and 
has a fashion of looking one straight in the face. 
Going to the time when he and Doring retired, 
he said that he was partly roused by a rustling 
in the room and sprang out of bed, when there 
was aclatter on the stairs. He found Doring 
with his under clothes on in the hall. and Giegler 
came up stairs. Doring answered his inquiry 
as to the cause of the excitement in an evasive 
manner, but Giegler invited him-to come down 
and see what had been done. He was dazed 
when he saw the corridor and rooms, but know- 
ing he was innocent, did not heed the questions 
of the policeman. He had two theories; one 
was that an enemy of himaelf and bis partners 
had planned to burn them and the place up. 
Another was that his partners were in a con- 
spiracy against bim.

GOOD FISHING IN 
THE NEHAR-BY RESORTS. 

HOPES FOR SALMON IN THE HUDSON 
SOON—WEAKFISH PROVE COY, BUT 
_MANY BASS IN THE LAKES. 


There have been no large catches of weaktish 
during the past week in the lower bay, though 
few parties have been entirely unsuccessfal in 
their efforts to progure specimens of this brill- 
iant-tinted species of the finny tribe. Some 
boats got.two or three fish and occasionally one 
of those rare individuals who are imbued with 
piscatorial luck, and who will catcn a bass in a 
frog pond, has caught a mess of ten or twenty. 

There are plenty of weakfish in the bay,. how- 
ever, and anglers should not’ forget that the 
season is yet young. The fishing began un- 
usually early this Spring, and it was believed 
that the fine cutches would foilow soon. July 
will preve the best time, and no doubt fine 
sport will be had ‘before the Summer ie over. 
Old inhabitants of the fishing resorts say 80, at 
any rate, and they ought to know. 

The weakfish are well scattered and are found 
almost every where in the bay and up the Sound 
in more or less abundance, In the surf at 
Sandy Hook four weakfish aggregating ten 
pounds were taken the first of the week, and 
one of three and a quarter pounds was on the 
same day snatched from the briny foam. 

On the Shrewsbury River grounds the species 
have appeared, as well as in Raritan Bay, where 
they are traveling on the oyster beds. Broad 
Channel, Canarsie and the Jamaica Bay fishing 
grounds are turning out a few every day. 

Just now thé fluke are holding sway in these 
waters. They weigh up to four and five pounds 


and give some amusement. There are still 
blacktish and sea bass in Jamaica Bay and quite 
a number have been recently caught. A few 
weakfish have been caught off Liberty Island, 

Some surprise has been manifested that king- 
fish are so scarce. At Long Beach, usually an 
excellent ground for them, in a mess of a dozen 
weaktish andas many more fluke only one lit- 
tle Kingfish appeared. Iu the surf at Sandy 
Hook, where big ones are sometimes secured, 
very few indeed have been seen. It is to be 
hoped they will soon come in, for they are 
among the prettiest fish for anglers in the New- 
York waters. 

From the Coney Island and Rockaway piers, 
where kinefish, sea bass, blackfish, and, once in 
# while, a rotund sheepshead have been caught 
in previous Summers, few fish are now taken— 
not enough to make it an object to try for them 
as yet. ; 

Black bass angling is steadily improving, and 
Greenwood Luke is doing well by the visitors 
whose tastes call them out on the water. 
Catches vf from ten to twenty-five bass have 
been made. It may be news to some to learn 
that shrimp bait has proved a killing one at 
Greenwood Lake. Pickerel are abundant there. 

Lake Hopatcong js also making a repututien. 
The bass are more abundant than usual and big 
ones ate frequently caught. The New-Jersey 
Central Railroad has put on a new train on Sun- 
days to this charming resort, leaving the foot of 
Liberty-street at 7A. M. and returning at night, 
arriving at v:30. These day trains are not, 
however, of much value to the fishermen, as 
they bring him to the lake too late for the 
morning fishing and leave too early for the 
evening feeding of the fish. Bass take a siesta 
in the middle of the day. A late Saturday night 
train to Greenwood Lake and Hopatcong weuld 
be a boon to anglers, though pernaps not pay- 
ing the railroad company very well. 

Fly fisning on the Delaware is now fairly 
good, as wellasin the smalier lukes of New- 
York, New-Jersey, and Pennsylvania. 

Fish Commissioner Burden and Col. McDonald 
of tne United States Fish Commission have 
been recently examining the waters of the 
Upper Hudson with a view to selecting the 
points for the two new tishways authorized by 
the Legislature for the benefit of Hudson River 
salmon. They stopped for a time at the dam 
at Mechanicsville and ssw a large number ot 
salmon jumping in their efforts to get over it. 
Some of the big fellows leaped a distance of at 
ieast ten feet. One evening sixty or seventy 
were counted. Mr. Burden rigged up a rod and 
cast for a time, but they did not seem to care 
for flies. Their whole energy was bent on get- 
ting above the dam, in which, of course, they 
were unsuccessful. Salmon are said not to 
jump for a fly well when they are'on the move, 
but at times when they are resting are lured 
by brilliant bits of feather and silk. Mr. Burden 
iu writing to Fish Commissioner Blackford in 
reference to the salmon said he thought a 
hundred or more could be caught in a net and 
then let loose above the dam, 

The culture of Hudson River salmon will un- 
doubtedly be a success as suon as the fishways 
are made. Unless unforeseen difficulties arise 
they will be completed in time for next 
Spring’s run of salmon, and the fish will be 
enabled to reach suitable spawning grounds, 
The Commissioners are much pleased with find- 
ing 80 many salmon in the river and that the 
experiment of stocking the river proved re- 
munerative in spite of the carping of many 
when the idea was suggested. 

The annual meeting of the Blooming Grove 
Park Association will be held atthe park on 
July 9, and a Jarge number of members will go 
up to the pleasant resort. The fishing has been 
excellent at the big preserve this Spring. much 
ahead of previous years. Black bass are now 
taken in good numbers and there are yet trout 
to be found. The surroundings of the clubhouse 
are desirable, the air pure, the facilities am ple, 
and there is nothing to hinder an enjoyable so- 
journ ror the angler. 

Striped bass have not left the Hudson yet. 
A small boy stumbled on a beauty the otherday 
while fishing from adock near Manhattanville. 
At Sing Sing some nice four and tive pounders 
were caught during the week, and several fisher- 
men returned with over adozenin aboat, From 
Jawaica Bay they bave nearly disappeared, as 
well as down in>-the Sandy Hook surf, thougn 
they may be there still and simply taking a 
rest. 

Trout fishing in Canada always seems late to 
anglers who live in this city. This year there has 
been a great deal of high water, and itisjustnow 
getting down to its norma! condition. Asaresult 
the fishing is most excellent at the new resoLts 
of Lake St. John and Lake Edward and the 
streams running into them; big catches have 
neen made, and the trout ruu in proportionate 
size. Severalanglers from this city have just 
started for that region, 

Word comes from various parts of Pennsylva- 
nia that the recent floods have done much to 
change the channels of the streams. Fine old 
trout pools have been wiped out of existence 
and new ones furmed. Fishing was about 
stopped for two or three weeks owing to the 
high water, and the floods managed to scatter 
the fish. In the Conemaaogh region there are 
some fine trout streams, 

The Fish Commissioners are talking of hold- 
ing their July meeting at Bisbee Lake, in the 
Adirondacks. By visiting it they would not 
only enjoy a pleasant trip to the big wouds, but 
be enabled to inspect the Adirondack batcuery, 
which promises to be one of the most important 
fish stations in the State. 

J. W. Holberton, of Hackensack, while fishing 
at Orient, L. I., recently, struck a ten-and-a- 
half-pound bilackfish, which he successfully 
killed. The blackfish have been qbundant in 
the vieinity of Orient. but no oné has before 
this season struck such a lusty fellow. There is 
not much game in a blacktfish, but when one 
hooks into a ten-pounder he finds that it re- 
quires some skill to sately land bim. 

Red ana white are the colored flies that 
pickerel sometimes jump at. 

The Grizzly King and the dark Montreal! 
have proved the most killing fly for black bass 
this month. 

The big seven-and-a-half-pound black: basa 
caught in Greenwoud Lake by Jobn Senior was 
much enjoyed by a party at the Astor House. 


THE RACK FOR OFFICE,

NEW-YORK ‘“ COMMUTERS” IN CLIFTON 
ENGAGED IN AN UP-HILL FIGHT. 

New-Yorkers who live in the pretty village of 
Clifton, N. J., and are commonly called ‘‘ com- 
muters” by the natives, are having a hard time 
of it, They say that the real aboriginal Jersey- 
man, such as inhabit Acquackanonk Township, 
of which Clifton is a part, look upon ‘the New- 

‘York immigrants as so many benevolent rocie- 
, ties, whose sole use is to save the aborigines the 
‘payment of taxes. 

Clifton has -about 500 inhabitants, the 
township has about 3,000, and until last 
Spring the Cliftonites. let the Jerseymen and 
the Clifton Land and Building Association and 
the Clifton race track, in which the Jerseymen 
are interested, run things as they chose. So 
they did, They assessed the property of the com- 
muters ‘“‘ way up” and theirown ‘ way down,” 
it is charged, and chuckled over their smartness. 
Last Spring, however, the burden of taxation 
became unbearable to the Cliftonites. [bey heid 
ameeting at Clifton Station and appointed a 
committee of investigation. The committee 
got hold of the books of assessment and taxes 


and reported to the Taxpayers’ Retorm Associa- 
tion, iuto which the Cliftonites had orgaaized 
themselves, that the township authorities—all 
Jerseymen — had systematically conducted 
things so as to escape from bearing their fair 
share of the expenses of government and so as 
to make the new-comers from New-York, who 
— built up Clifton, pay more than their fair 
share. ‘ 

This report made a sensation, and the Clifton- 
ites determined, first, to see if something could 
not be done at the polls. The Assessor of Ac- 
quackanonk Township, who appraised the 
property for taxation, was Peter J. Kipp, the 
member of the Township Committee whose 
three years’ term was about to expire was John 
H. Marselis. It was determined to oppose their 
re-election. The Cliftonites nominated Adrian 
R. Post for Assessor snd Andrew Doremus for 
Township Committees. These gentlemen do not 
belong to the New-York colony. The colonists 
were wise in their generation and selected Jer- 
seymen whom they esteemed to be fairer-minded 
than their fellows and willing to give the 
stranger within their gates a living show. At 
the primaries the Cliftonites beat the natives, 
and the members of the Taxpayers’ Reform As- 
sociation say that the Jerseymen then became 
desperate; that they calied on George Enge- 
man, the heaa of the race-track association, and 
tnat on election day, March 12, 1889, he “ran 
in’: for them 150 voters, at least 100 of whom 
had no right to vote, and that these voters gave 
the Jerseymen the victory. 

Though beaten, the Cliftonites were not dis- 
heartened. They went to Passaic and placed 
their evidence about the voting before the 
Grand Jury, but it was of no avail; no indiot- 
ment was found. One of the reasons, the 
Cliftonites say, was the fact that John H. Mar- 
selis, whose re-election as Township Qommittee 
they tried to defeat, was a member of the Grand 
Jury, and that besides, even to the foreman, 
the jury was packed in the interests of the 
Clifton race track. é 

Defeated again, the Cliftonites came up 
smiling and tried a pew scheme. They 
went: to Rutherford, in Bergen County, 
and retained Lawyer Luther Shaffer to get 
Clifton erected a borough. If this could be done 
it would have # Mayor and all the officers of a 
municipal corporation, taxing and otherwise, of 
its own election, and the Jerseymon of the 
township could impose upon them no more. 
Mr. Shatfer has the reputation of having pro- 
cured the erection of more boroughs than 
apy other man in New-Jersey, and be, in 
due time, applied to Judge Hopper of the 
Court of Common Pleas for authority 
to make of Clifton a borough, separate and 
apart from Acquackanonk Township. He framed 
the lines of his proposed borough so that it ex- 
cluded the Clifton race track, the hotel, and 
the property of Freeholder George V. De Mott, 
enemies of the New-York colonists. Mr. Shaffer 
says that his application was properly made in 
évery respect and after the manner of many 
other successful applications. Nevertheless, 
Judge Hopper denied it on technical grounds, 
which Mr. Shaffer alleges to be frivolous. The 
members of the Taxpayers’ Reform Association 
call attention to the fact that Judge Hopper’s 
s0n is counsel for Freeholder De Mott, for the 
owners of the Clifton race track, for the Ac- 
owen at Township Committee, and for the 

oard of Chosen Freeholders, all of whom are 
opposed to them and have aided in contriving 
that tne Cliftonites should for years past pay 
more than their share of the taxes. 

One thing of which the Cliftonites have be- 
come convinced is that Jerseymen are smart in 
their way. Forno svoner had Mr, Shaffer's ap- 

lication for a borough been dismissed than Mr. 

e Mott and his friends applied for one. Their 
lines leave out the Cliftonites and keep them a 
part of the township. Naturally the Cliftonites 
don’t like this, and lively times are going on 
and will continue to go until voting day, a week 
from next Tuesday. Meetings will be held 
every evening, and every effort will be made to 
defeat Mr. De Mott and his friends. Neverthe- 
jess, it is admitted that they have the “call” in 
the betting, and that the New- Yorkers’ chances 
are “second best.”

EAL PS ae RE Scala Be 
THE COTTON OIL TRUST. 

The Directors of the Ameri¢an Cotton O11 
Trust, who have been attracting much Wall- 
street attention lately, ended a good deal of 
mystery yesterday by drawing up a circular 
letter to be sent to certificate holders. They 
dispose of current gossip and speculations 


about the trust’s prospective dividend policy 
and quote its earnings. This is an extract from 
their address to certificate holders: 


“Ata meeting of the board of Trustees of the 
American Cotton Oil Trust held to-day, at which 
the Southern and Western members were present, 
the Treasurer presented an approximate statement 
of the financial condition aud Operation of the prop- 
erties of the trust. 

“ The statement showed a cash working capital of 
nearly $7,000,000 and accrue protits for the cur- 
rent fiscal year of about $2,600,000, or over 6 per 
cent. upon the amount of outstanding certiticates, 
All the operations for the month of May and those 
of aoine of the distant properties for several months 
were vecessarily estimated. 

“The statistics showed a steady increaso in the 
volume of business 1m the variety of products, and 
in the extent of both the foreign and domestic 
markets. ‘the reports from the Sogthern Trustees 
indicate an early commencement of the crushing 
operations, and by reason of the increased facilities 
and the new mills that have been erected and others 
enlarged by the trust corporations a much greater 
output than in previous years will be made. 

* In view of the statement of earnings, the ques- 
tion of the distribWhor of some portion of the net 
profits as a dividend tc the certiticate holders was 
raised, and after a general discussion of the future 
business operations it was nnanimonsiy decided to 
defer the further consiieration of the paymeat of 
dividends until the next annual meeting.” 





SUIT OVER THE ITALIAN FRUIT TRADE.

RACES ON WHEEL AND FOOT 


CUNTHSIS OF TAR KINGS 
. COUNTY WHHEBLMEN. 
HEAVY HANDICAPPING PRACTICALLY 


BARS OUT A NUMBER OF CONTEST-: 


ANTS—WINNERS AND RECORDS. 


The Kings County Wheelmen opened their 
eighth annual race meet at the Washington 
Park Ball Grounds, Brooklyn, yesterday. The 
attendance was fair, but not what might have 
been expected considering the victeries the 
Kings County meu have won this season. It 
is believed that to-day, the second and last of 
the meet, the attendance will be much larger 
as the programme ts much more attractive. 

Yesterday’s entries were good, but the races 
suffered from the work of the official handicap- 
pers, In several of the events their errors 
practically settled the contests before the word 
“go” was given. For instance, the last event 
on the programme was one that should have 
been very interesting—a triangular race between 
T. Shearman, the champion heel-and-toe walker 
of America; Peter Skillman, holder of the 
three-mile running record, and William 


F, Murphy, the erack cyclist of the 
Kings County Club. The handicap was arranged 
as follows: Murphy was to ride four miles, 
Sherman was to walk two miles. and Skillman 
was to run three miles, The unfairness of such 
@ contest is shown by the American records. 
The best four-mile bicycle record is 10:41 2-5; 
the best two-mile walking record 18 13:49 3-5; 
andthe best three-mile running recora is 14:51. 
Consequently, if allthe contestants had equaled 
the American records . the bicyclist would hare 
had a very great advantage—three minutes’ 
time over the walker and four over the runner. 
After runnitg two miles in 9:59 Skillman 
awoke to the fact that he was on a wild goose 
chase and stopped. Sherman walked a mile in 
7:22 1-5, and realized the same fact. Murphy

The first race for novices, one mile, open only 
to members of the Kings County Wheelmen, 
was started just before 4 o’clock. The first 
prize was a handsome gold medal,.and for the 
second Man a silver medai had been provided, 
Of seven entries six came to the scratch—J. 
Bensinger, George L. Courtenay, William New- 
man, H. 8. Wiegand, J. P. Stevens, and H, R. 
Wicks, The men started well. Bensinger had 
a few yards’ lead, and over the first quarter the 
rest were well bunched. Then the gaps began 
to widen until the machines were in a proces- 
sion, Bensinger leading, with Stevens second. 
These men held thelr positions to the end, Ben- 
singer waking the mile in 3:16 3-5. : 

Twenty-two men came out to contest the one- 
Mile open haudicap. A. C. Banker of the 
Berkeiey Athletic Club was the only scratch 
man. The handicaps varied from ten to one 
hundred yards. Two heats were run, first, sec- 
ond, and third men to compete in the final.

SALMON IN THE HUDSON, 

Col. Marsball McDonald, United States Com- 
missioner of Fisheries, having visited the Me- 
chanicaville dam in the Hudson one day last 
week, says that he found salmon there jumping 
at the dam in their ineftectual efforts to cet 
above it. During one hour the Commissioner 
Was there he noticed many fish, and the Super- 
intendent of the mfll informed him that he had 


observed @ large number of salmon that day. 
There can be no doubt that salmon are now to 
found in the Hudson in appreciable numbers. 
When the fact is remembered that the Hudson 
never had any salmon in it until the United 
States Fish Commission put.the young fry 
there, ne one will dispute that the success of 
this work is now an accomplished fact. Mr. k. 
G. Blackford, the New-York State Fish Commis- 
sioner, bas reported to Col. McDonald that 
fully four hundred salmon from the Hndson had 
already reached the market this season. This 
represents about one-tenth of the entire num- 
ber of salmon taken from the Penobscot River 
in a season four or five years ago. 

The Commissioners of Fisheries leave for the 
west coast on July 8 to inspect the stations and 
to arrange for extensive development of the 
work there. It is expected that about the mid- 
die of August the headquarters of the commis- 
sion, on Cul. McDonaid’s return, will be at 
Wooa’s Holl

LAWYER STRAHAN ANGRY. 
3 aaa, ce pe 
HE WANTS A CUIENT’S CLAIM AGAINST 
THE CITY SETTLED RIGHT AWAY. . 

There was a lively time at the meeting of the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment yester- 
day. Thecause of it was the mandamus pro- 
cured by Lawyer John H. Strahan from Judge 
Andrews of the Supreme Court ordering the 
board to fix the date on which J. H. Sullivan & 
Co. completed the regulating and grading of 
Seventh-avenue, from One Hundred and Tenth 
to One Hundred and Forty-seventh street, and 
to certify the result of its action to the court on 
July 1. Sullivan & Co. began the work in 1867. 
The firm received monthly payments for the 
completed blocks, under an agreement to 
pay the city 7 per cent. interest from 
the dates of such payments to _ the 
date of the completion of the work. It is the 
claim of the contractors that they completed 
the regulating and paving on July 1, 1870, but 
the city did not finally take the street from 
them until late in 1872,and it insisted on 
charging interest on the advanoes up to the lat- 
ter date. The result was that the city got 
$56,000 more of interest than the contractors 


gay it was entitled to. In 1888 they procured 
the passage of a bill by the Legislature direct- 
ing the Board of Estimate to ascertain and cer- 
tify the date at which their work was finished. 

In accordance with thislaw the board made 
gn inquiry through Controlier Myers. The tes- 
timony presented by Lawyer Strahan showed 
that the date ot completion was July 1, 1870. 
The result of the acceptance of this date wonld 
be that the city would have to pay the $56,000 
claimed by J, H. Sullivan & Co, to have been 
wrongfully taken from them, with interest for 
nineteen years, or about $66,000, making $122,- 
000 altogether, The board took no action in 
the matter, so Lawyer Strahan procured his 
mandamus. 

At the meeting yesterday Tax Commissioner 
Coleman said that it seemed to him that the 
city’s interest had not been properly looked 
after in the course of the inquiry before the 
Controller. No legal representative had ap- 
peared for it to oppose Lawyer Strahan’s case 
and carefully probe the testimony of his wit- 
nesses. Mr. Coleman thought that the Corpora- 
tion Counsel! should be requested to procure a 
atay of the proceedings under the mandamus, 
and that a full inquiry should then be made into 
all the circumstances affecting the case. Mr. 
Strahan became angry. He said he thought 
that Commissioner Coleman was not acting in 


good faith.

duty to the public. The city ought not to be 
made to pay $122,000 unless it owes it fairly, 
and my purpose is merely to get all the facts 
bearing upon the matter.”
